T was twenty-three years ago this 
February that “The Duke” finally 
gave up. During the early thirties he 


| had deliberately set himself to outdo the 


notorious gangster, John Dillinger. Then 
he had served two years of a fourteen- 
year sentence in the Indiana Reforma- 
tory before being paroled. For a period 
following his parole he had tried to go 
sttaight, but there were times when he 
would have his friends lock him in a 


| hotel room with a supply of liquor so 
| he could try to blot out the emptiness of 





life in drink. 

His surrender came not at the end of a 
new crime and chase but at a missionary 
conference at the First Baptist Church 
of Mishawaka, Ind. There a missionary 
speaker from Africa was somehow used 
to touch his heart and show him his need 
for salvation. And so Harold Hoeflinger 
received Christ and became a new crea- 
ture on February 19, 1936. 


That was easily the most important 
event in Hoeflinger’s life. Because of it, 
and because of God’s subsequent lead- 
ing, thousands of men in prisons have 
heard the gospel of Jesus Christ. Num- 
bers of them have been introduced to the 
kind of salvation which transformed 
“The Duke” into Harold Hoeflinger, gos- 
pel messenger to men in prison. 


How God has led during the twenty- 


| three years in which Hoeflinger has been 


a Christian is a story in itself. Shortly 
after his conversion he attended a Bible 
institute for one year, then went to 
South America to serve as a missionary. 
But fear of his past hounded him wher- 
ever he went. Returning to this country 
he was persuaded by a wise pastor to 


| reveal his past and to speak only of what 
|Christ had done for 
‘turning point. 


him. This was a 

As pastor of a church in Elkhart, Ind., 
he had opportunity to speak to men at 
the Pendleton Reformatory. This in turn 
led to an expanding ministry among 


| prison inmates and to the establishment 


of the Christian League to Forgotten 
Men, an organization dedicated to reach- 
ing prisoners for Christ and to establish- 
ing them in the Word by means of Bible 
study courses. 

During the past three years Hoeflinger 
has-seen more than 2400 prison decisions 
for Christ. His organization has supplied 
converts with more than 1800 Moody 
Bible Institute correspondence courses 
as well as with some 470 from other 
sources. Recently at its annual meeting 
the Christian League to Forgotten Men 
voted .to provide 1,000 Moody “Good 
News” courses requested for men in a 
southern penitentary. 

Perhaps most striking of all is the 
record of prison converts. So far, of the 
500 who have gone out into society, only 
thirteen have broken parole. END

e HARRY J. JAEGER, executive vice- 
president and secretary of the 100-year- 
old magazine, The Sunday School Times, 
has retired. He continues as a director of 
the company, and will lead the Times’ 
Christian Fellowship Tours to Alaska 
and Hawaii. In addition he will devote 
much of his time to the Philadelphia 
College of Bible, of which he is a trustee 
and a member of the executive commit- 
tee. 


e JOHN W. BEHNKEN, 15-year-old

e JOHN H. F. HSIEH, pastor of the 
China Presbyterian Church of Christ in 
Taipei and chaplain of Madam Chiang 
Kai-Shek’s Chinese Christian Women’s 
Prayer Group, labeled the recent Church 
World Order Study Conference call for 
recognition of Red China “a compromise 
with Communism prepared by men who 
have no understanding of the world-wide 
implications of activity in the Far East.” 


® ERNEST G. SCHWIEBERT, executive 
director of the Foundation for Reforma- 
tion Research, St. Louis, Mo., announced 
that search has begun for 16th century 
documents which will be microfilmed and 
deposited in a special library to be es- 
tablished at Concordia Theological Semi- 
nary. He said the Reformation materials 
currently are being gathered from the 
Library of Congress, the Wartburg Theo- 
logical Seminary at Dubuque, Iowa, and 
the Mennonite Historical Library, Go- 
shen, Ind.

Contemporary Christian Witness A Confusing Commentary 


How individual Americans, especially professing Christians, live among their 
contemporaries is a wonderful, sometimes fearful and confusing, commentary 
on the influence of Christian faith and morals. Recent items of religious news 
point this up. 

Old Order Amish Mennonite farmers in Ohio have consistently refused to pay 
U.S. Social Security taxes. The members hold that the government program is 
a form of compulsory insurance. Their teachings forbid purchase of insurance 

on the ground that it implies lack of trust in God and a sinful 

desire to escape the consequences of His judgments. The em- 
MANNERS battled farmers do not have bank accounts, insurance policies, 

or automobiles which the government could attach. As a last 
MORALS resort, internal revenue agents last October seized 19 of the 

farmers’ horses. They took only buggy horses, leaving draft 
animals needed to work the farms. Buyers were slow in coming forward to bid 
on the horses, however, and each horse cost the U.S. Government a $2.50 daily 
board bill. 

One month later the problem was suddenly settled. Horse dealers who trade 
with the Amish bought the animals from the government. The Amish farmers 
then bought them back from the dealers. Everybody was satisfied. The government 
got some money, the dealers made a profit, and the farmers got their horses back 
without compromising their refusal to pay social security taxes. 

Internal revenue officials, however, were said to be brooding over what they 
would do next year. The Amish hoped that Congressional action might meanwhile 
excuse them from participation in the Social Security program. 


Pastors of the Lutheran Church—Missouri Synod have liberalized their tradi- 
tional stand that social dancing is immoral. The St. Louis Lutheran Pastoral 
Conference recently adopted a statement declaring that such dancing is permissible 
for young Lutherans “if properly supervised.” 

The conference, representing about 80 Lutheran congregations in the St. Louis 
area, put limits on times and places where social dancing is permissible. It frowned 
on dancing in parish houses but said that dancing in schools and private homes, 
if approved by parents, is not objectionable. The statement said that social 
dancing should not be allowed under conditions “which provide easy opportunity 
for engaging in immoral acts” and urged that each congregation face the question 
openly and frankly. 


An all-time record for giving by U.S. Protestant and Orthodox church people 
was set in 1957 (latest period for which figures are available). A total of $2,206,- 
593,817 was given for all purposes according to a survey recently completed by the 
Department of Stewardship and Benevolence of the National Council of Churches. 
An increase of $165 million over 1956 included gifts for congregational operations, 
benevolences, home and foreign missions and relief work overseas. 

The highest per capita giving once again was made by the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists with $160 and a membership of 291,567. The United Brethren in Christ, 
with a membership of 19,459, came second with an average $118.96 apiece. The 
report is the 38th of an annual series begun by the United Stewardship Council 
which became the Department of Stewardship and Benevolence when the Na- 
tional Council was organized in 1950. 





The distilling industry, aided and abetted by the recent decision of The Saturday 
Evening Post to accept liquor advertising, their own more recent decision to 
drop a self-imposed ban against the appearance of women in their advertising, 
and the acceptance of hard liquor sponsorship from radio stations, is reliably 
reported to be considering the dropping of other traditional restraints enforced by 
the Distilled Spirits Institute. Considerable agitation is being displayed by distillers 
who want to throw out another DSI taboo—the appearance of liquor ads in Sunday 
newspapers. 

One observer who has been keeping tabs on the new trend, reports: “It is ques- 
tionable whether the forces for change on the matter of Sunday advertising in 
newspapers can muster sufficient strength, although sentiment for a shift is said 
to be growing.” 

Meanwhile, from other sources it is reported that America’s drinking habits are 
changing. Total consumption continues to lag. Every year, since the peak in 1946, 
total consumption has been less than the previous year’s total. Also, fewer adult 
Americans are drinking alcoholic beverages. At the end of World War II, 67 
per cent of adults drank in some measure. Today, only about 55 per

cent of adults drink. And finally, the 
place of sale for alcoholic beverages is 
changing. Before World War II, almost 
three-fourths of all sales were made in 
bars and restaurants, while now three- 
quarters of the sales are in package 
stores. And yet, according to the Meth- 
odist Board of Temperance, in 1958 there 
were over 130,000 more alcoholic bev- 
erage outlets than churches, synagogues 
and temples in America. 


The Methodist Board of Temperance 
recently marked the 25th anniversary of 
repeal of the prohibition amendment by 
publishing a 20-page booklet entitled, 
“Here We Stand. * It compiles for 
the first time the official statements of 
18 major Protestant denominations con- 
demning alcoholism and urging that alco- 
holic beverage advertising be curbed. At 
the same time the board announced that 
there are now 437,933 places where beer 
or liquor is sold in the U.S., compared to 
only 306,893 places of worship.

IMPRESSIONS 
Too 


busy: 


“Are American pastors too | 


busy to study? Why are there not more | 


young people attending church services?” 
These were two of the questions asked by 
the Rev. Hidetake Yano of Tokyo, Japan, 
in a recent interview, following a six- 
month study tour of church and youth 


work in the United States. Mr. Yano 
made his trip to America through a 
scholarship granted by the Lutheran 


World Federation. Arriving in the United 
States in June, Mr. Yano’s itinerary in- 
cluded a month in Oakland. Calif., study- 
ing parish life, a two-month stay in the 
Minneapolis, Minn., area observing youth 
programs, and three months in Chicago. 

Commenting on his reactions to Amer- 
ican church life, Mr. Yano said: “I do not 
believe that America is a Christian 
nation, but at least all Americans have 
Christianity in their background.” He 
went on to explain the great difference 
between this heritage and that of Japan’s 
Buddhist and Shintoist traditions, which 
the Christian church there must con- 
stantly fight against. 

Among the things which most 
pressed him about American Christianity, 
Mr. Yano said, was the business-like at- 
titude of American pastors, with their 
offices, 
calls. He felt American pastors tend to 
become almost too professionalized, he 
said, and seriously questioned if they 
have time to study properly. 


Too social: The willingness of American 
women to volunteer for church and 
charitable work deeply impressed a Ger- 
man visitor who retently completed a 
14-week speaking tour of the United 
States. The visitor was Dr.

Seeber, an ordained woman minister 
who is a staff member in Berlin of Hilfs- 
werk, the relief agency of the Evan- 
gelical Church in Germany. 

In comparing church women's organ- 
izations in Germany and the United 
States, Dr. Seeber found that American 
women meet in a social mood, with much 
thought given to practical theology. Ger- 
man women, on the other hand, con- 
centrate almost solely on Bible studies. 
While Americans often enjoy fellowship 
in their churches at meals together, it is 
not the practice of Germans to have 
supper meetings, although they do meet 
in homes more often than American 
church organizations do. 


EVANGELISM 
Dedicated: What has been called the 
first city-wide evangelistic campaign 


conducted by a Brazilian evangelist was 
held in Sao José de Rio Preto recently. 
The evangelist was the Rev. Walter 
Kaschel, a Baptist pastor now dedicated 
to a full-time evangelistic ministry in 
Brazil. The campaign opened with a 
showing of the Billy Graham film, “Mr. 
Texas,” with sound track in Portuguese. 
Each night the meetings were broadcast 
by radio and all five newspapers carried 
resumes of each message preached. There 
were 250 recorded decisions. Other sim- 
ilar crusades are in prospect, according 
to Willis Stitt, co-ordinator of the Sao 
José campaign. 

Constrained: Gon Joon Kim, 34-year-old 
former student at Fuller Theological 
Seminary in Pasadena, departed recently 
for his native Korea. He cut short his 
training at the seminary to engage in 
evangelism. He plans to enlist 50 men 
for pioneering an evangelistic program 
among Korea’s college students under 
the auspices of International Campus 
Crusade for Christ. Kim served as a 
Presbyterian minister in the 1500-mem- 
ber church at Quanju, Korea, before 
entering Fuller seminary. Prior to that 
he did missionary work among the com- 
munists. 

In a farewell chapel service at the 
seminary he told fellow students how his 
loved ones were executed by former 
childhood playmates who had turned 
the war in South 


Korea. “Ten familiar villagers, who got 


| drunk to keep from being afraid of 


| unconsciousness himself, Kim 


killing, were assigned to execute my 
family,” he said. “First my father, next 
my wife, and my turn was to be the last.” 

After seeing his wife and father beaten 
to death with clubs and being beaten into 
regained 


consciousness and escaped under cover 


| of rain and darkness with his four-year- 


old daughter. He hid in the mountains, 
then began to search out his would-be 
murderers whom he was able to lead to 
Christ. He was successful in founding 
churches among the communists both 
during and immediately after the Korean 
war. Now he hopes to train fellow- 
Koreans to combat communism on col- 
lege campuses with the weapon of 
Christ’s love.

| eral income tax returns this year. This 
| new pressure was made known in an 


Internal Revenue Service announcement 
released last November. The release (in 
part) : 

“U.S. citizens employed abroad will 


| have to file Federal income tax returns 


for 1958 and later years, even though 
their income earned outside the United 
States may be exempt from tax, Internal 


| Revenue Service announced. IRS said 


the filing requirement is one of the pro- 
visions of the Technical Amendments 
Act of 1958 (Public Law 85-866), enacted 
September 2, 1958. Taxpayers claiming 
exemption on their income’ earned 
abroad will be required to submit Form 
2555, Statement to Support Exclusion of 
Income Earned Abroad, with their tax 
return. The agency added these forms 
have to be submitted for the first time in 
the forthcoming 1959 tax filing period 
under the new law.” 


Assured: The Moslem Premier of North- 
ern Nigeria, Alhaji Ahmadu, gave assur- 
ance recently that the work of Christian 
missionaries will not be curtailed when 
the country becomes independent in Oc- 
tober 1960. He gave the guarantee at a 
meeting, held in Lagos at his own re- 
quest with officials of the Sudan Interior 
Mission, the largest Christian agency 
working in Moslem areas of Nigeria. 
The Premier paid tribute to the work 
of the missionaries and said they would 
continue to be welcomed. Having long 
occupied the position of Sarduana, or 
ruler, of Sokoto province, Premier Alhaji 


| Ahmadu reflects Moslem opinion in the 


predominantly Islamic north where the 
SIM has 547 missionaries. 


Alerted: The Interdenominational For- 
eign Mission Association, in order to 
alert Christians to the great unfinished 
task of the Church, has announced a 
World Congress On Missions. The Con- 
gress will be held in Chicago, December 
4-11, 1960. It will convene just 50 years 
after the Edinburgh Missionary Con- 
ference of 1910. At that time a great 
missionary program of advance was 
formulated; nevertheless half the world 
still remains unevangelized. IFMA hopes 
that the forthcoming Congress will be- 
come the rallying point for an urgent 
spiritual challenge to evangelize the 
world in our time. 

(IFMA represents 42 faith mission 
boards and has 7,800 missionaries work- 
ing in over 100 foreign countries. It has 
had a significant part in the total world 
evangelism effort during the past 40 


| years.) 


BOOKS 

Published: A hymn book with passages 
dating from the 16th and 17th centuries 
was published recently by the Pilgrim 
Press; Boston. It is the Pilgrim Hymnal of 


| the Congregational Christian Churches. 
| The hymnal contains choir and service 
| music, worship aids and unison reading. 


It also includes selections from the 
Genevan Psalters and the Bay Psalm 


Book. 
The Genevan Psalters are from the 
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Geneva Bible published in 1560 by Cal- 
yinist English exiles in Switzerland. The 
Bay Psalm Book was published in Cam- 
bridge in 1640 by Congregational min- 
isters of the Massachusetts Bay Colony. 

The Pilgrim Hymnal represents five 
years of study and research. It is the first 
revision of the Congregational Church 
hymnal in 25 years. Laymen and min- 
isters helped the hymnal committee in 
suggesting preferences. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

The President of the Philippine Republic 
1as been advised that his government’s 
two-year-old ban on the commercial 
showing of the film “Martin Luther” 
means that Protestants are _ being 
“ereatly discriminated against.” Con- 
tinued prohibition of the showing in 
Philippine theatres, according to a 
spokesman for the Federation of Chris- 
tian Churches, is unfair. The spokesman 
said: “We are requesting you to allow us 
to show this film in a commercial movie 
house because in our experience showing 
it in Protestant churches where facilities 
are limited is never satisfactory.” 


Despite communist controls in East 
Berlin and other parts of Red Germany, 
the Methodist church is forging ahead. 
So says Dr. Frederich Wunderlich, head 
of the German Methodist church which 
operates in both the East and West zones. 
He says his church has 100,000 members 
at the present time ‘and reports that 
there is “an upsurge of interest among 


youth, despite the fact that in East Ger- 
many churches are not allowed to or- 
ganize their work among youth.” 


The welfare department of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran church in Germany is 
receiving up to 100 letters a day from 
German Lutherans in Siberia acknowl- 
edging receipt of shipments of Bibles and 
religious literature. Bishop Theodor 
Heckel, when interviewed at Stuttgart, 
said the letters from Siberia voiced “un- 
broken confidence in God, deep grati- 
tude for relief services. and unchanging 
loyalty for the homeland.” The letters in- 
dicate that thousands of Lutheran fami- 


lies who formerly lived on the Volga 
River, in the Caucasus Mountains and 
other Russian areas, have maintained 


church life despite isolation and distress 
for the past 20 years. 


The Norwegian Seaman's Mission dedi- 
cated a new church in the port city of 
Kobe, Japan, recently with its secretary- 
general, the Rev. Johannes Aardal, 
officiating at the ceremonies. Mr. Aardal, 
who assumed the post as head of the 
agency last August. was formerly pastor 
of the Seaman’s Church in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., for 11 years, after serving 14 years 
in a similar capacity in Philadelphia. 
Before the dedication services began, a 
Bible was placed in a metal box and 
sealed into one of the walls of the $57,000 
building. The church, which has reading 
and recreation rooms for seamen, is the 
33rd of its kind to be provided by the 
Norwegian Seaman’s Mission. It is the 


fifth station established in the Pacific 
area by the agency. 

WORLD DATELINES 

Switzerland: The Association of Swiss 


Pastors is circulating a resolution dis- 
agreeing with governmental plans to 
provide atomic weapons for the Swiss 


Army. The proposal observes “that our 
obedience to Holy Scripture commands 
us not to use weapons which possess 
power, never known before. that can 
irreparably harm God's creation.” Point- 
ing out that these weapons tend to be 
turned to offensive rather than to de- 
fensive uses, the statement goes on to 
Say that because the use of such equip- 
ment “oversteps the limits of self-defense 
and causes mass destruction which can- 
not be justified .. .” they should not be 
employed. 


Warsaw: A poll conducted among Polish 
radio listeners disclosed that the majority 
of those questioned prefer to bring up 
their children according to religious 
principles and not communist or social- 
ist “ethics.” The parents, according to 
Warsaw Radio, gave as their reason for 
preferring religious training the fact that 
it rendered their children less likely to 
become juvenile delinquents, engage in 
immoral conduct or become drunkards. 
One listener was quoted as saying: “Do 
not muddle our heads with communist 
ethics. Before the war we had no com- 
munist or socialist ethics, yet our chil- 
dren and youth were much better be- 
haved than under communist rule.”

It does not take God a great while to 
qualify a man for His work, if he only has the heart for it.” 


No Halting Place 


In the history of modern enlightened man there is no 
greater story than his attempts to throw off from him- 
self all political, intellectual and religious tyrannies. His 
quest for liberty has become his consuming passion. No 
wonder he looks on aghast at totalitarian efforts to en- 
slave the bodies and souls of men. The true liberal 
cannot tolerate religious, political or any other kind of 
authoritarianism. But it is just here that he has made 
his greatest mistake. 

We stand with him in his attack upon human forms of 
tyranny. But we must insist that there is one area of 
absolute authority: the authority of God. To reject all 
absolutes per se, to be suspect of any claim to infallibility, 
to be afraid of all authority in religion inevitably does 
two things: it leaves one to the shifting tides of man’s 
opinions and it keeps one from the safety and joy of 
submission to the true God. 

No careful reader of the Book of God can doubt that it 
presents God as absolute, nor can he question that its 
words claim authority, the authority of Heaven. This 
matter is one well known to and earnestly believed by 
the fundamentalist. 

It is apparent why the religious liberal takes the posi- 
tion he does. His advocacy of the evolution of religion 
must lead him to the rejection of absolutes—after all, 
while he may have advanced over his predecessors, he 
himself is only one in a long chain of men, and more are 
to follow. However, we find it difficult to understand 
why he gets concerned about the logical outcroppings of 
his position without seeing that this very position leads 
to the thing he decries. 

Recently a modernist journal protested against our 
new “national faith.” (?) It seems that what Protestants 
generally believe (and alas, we must agree with these 
religious liberals in this matter) is a kind of vague, 
watered-down, emasculated kind of Christianity. It is 
all too true that God to many Protestants is a kindly 
grandfather who doesn’t demand any more than men 
want to give Him. Faith for faith’s sake is all that is 
necessary. The emphasis is on comfort, ease, com- 
placency without a sense of responsibility. To use an 
all-too-true quote, men are worshiping “a manipulable 
god.” No attention is given to what God says of Himself 
or of His righteous demands and commands. What we 
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have is a God according to man’s specifications. 

It is good that men are concerned, but the liberal has 
already cut the ground from beneath him. “Protestant 
substance” which he thinks the current trend of Prot- 
estantism has “demanded” is based upon the infallible 
and authoritative Word of God, as witness all the con- 
fessions of the churches which have emerged from the 
Reformation. As a matter of fact, basically it all goes 
back to this matier of authority. The intellectual reli- 
gious liberal may not like the current brand of denuded 
Protestantism, but what can he do about it? He has no 
authority beyond that which is human, and he has to 
admit it is not absolute. 

How firm a foundation have those who 
Bible! Submission to its authority as expressing God’s 
authoritative Word to men is not grevious. As a matter 
of fact, obedience to its precepts is the only way to true 
usefulness, personal righteousness and eternal life.

Will Your Church Be Ready? 


This month’s lead article, “Is Your Church Ready If 
Bombs Should Fall?” has been presented with a keen 
sense of responsibility. Individuals and communities 
have only begun to get down to brass tacks as to what 
they will have to do if our country is attacked. Churches, 
especially churches outside the well-organized denomina- 
tions, have done virtually nothing. 

Some churches and their pastors will be inclined to 
shrug off the necessity of spending time and energy now 
in preparing for something which may never happen. 
We sympathize. Pastors and laymen alike are busy. 
There is much which must be done and done now with- 
out devoting time to eventualities. 

Yet at least basic points should be noted. First, a 
thermonuclear attack would not necessarily destroy a 
major part of the nation, but it would disrupt normal 
life completely. Normal communication, transportation 
and habits of living would be thrown into confusion. 
Large segments of our population would have to be pro- 
tected from fallout. The evangelical church which was 
prepared to go into action without hesitation or uncer- 
tainty would have tremendous opportunities to comfort, 
encourage, assist officials and to aid people in the sur- 
rounding community. It would have limitless opportu- 
nity to witness for Christ. 

Second, churches should recognize that the part they 
can have in helping to stabilize their community in the 
event of a national emergency is a very vital one. One 
does not have to read far in civil defense literature to 
sense the underlying concern of officials as to the ability 
of the nation to “take it” in the event of such a crisis. 
“Whether there will be panic, riots, pillage, rape, sub- 
version, exploitation and sabotage,” says one statement 
at hand, “or whether there will be heroism, altruism, 
self-sacrifice and devotion to duty . will surely de- 
pend on the moral fibre of the people and on the calibre 
and inspiration of their leadership in time of crisis.” 

This means that your church may conceivably play a 
vital role in your community and nation. But it can do 
so only if that role is thought through now and prepared 
for in advance. 
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Blindtolded Leadership 

Six hundred delegates to a World Order study con- 
ference sponsored by the National Council of Churches 
voted unanimously a short time ago that the United 
States should recognize Communist China and that Red 
China should be given a seat in the United Nations. It 
should be understood that this group of individuals was 
a study conference and not a governing body of the Na- 
tional Council itself. The policy-making board of the 
National Council must approve or disapprove the action. 


The communist paper, The Worker, captioned its 
article on the meeting, “38 Million Protestants Tell Ike: 
Recognize China.” Undoubtedly many among the 38 
million have no opinion at all; many others probably 
repudiate any such suggestion. But a superorganization 
can and possibly will go along with the recommendation 
of its World Order study conference. 


Once again in all this we have the fuzzy thinking, the 
liberal bias, the utterly unrealistic action of the kind of 
leadership the National Council has almost invariably 
provided. Religiously unbelieving, politically to the left, 
desirous of peace at any price, unwilling to face the facts 
of life, certain clergymen have forced their ideas on men 
too easily led. 


It is only too clear to the objective observer that Red 
China is following the philosophy and purposes of Lenin, 
Stalin and Krushchev, a line that has consistently en- 
deavored to stamp out righteousness, godliness and per- 
sonal freedom wherever it has been in power. Names 
like Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Hungary, Finland, Korea and Berlin—to mention only a 
few—cry out against the propriety of admitting a new 
communist regime to a place of responsible world citizen- 
ship. 

The need of this hour for our nation is not an acquie- 
scence to the evil of communism but a firm hand, a 
steady heart and, above all, a return to God and His 
righteousness, the God acknowledged by our founders, 
the God of the Holy Bible. 


Fools tor Christ's Sake 
In some circles there seems to be a growing inclination 


to equate liberalism with sanity and right thinking and 
to match conservatism with mental illness. For example, 
one publication recently quoted H. A. Overstreet (The 
Great Enterprise—Relating Ourselves to Our World) as 
saying (I quote what is relevant to those of us who are 


fundamental): “A man, for example, may be angrily 
against .. . the preaching of social rather than salvational 
religion ... Such people may appear ‘normal’ in the sense 


that they are able to hold a job and otherwise maintain 
their status as members of society; but they are, we now 
recognize, well along the road to mental illness.” 


We have warned that those of us who are committed 
to the fundamental$ of the faith should expect attack for 
our unwillingness to go along with the crowd. God help 
us to know how to take our stand intelligently and with- 
out personal rancor or bitterness. But it is possible 
even to have good spoken against (I Pet. 2:19; 3:16). 
Moreover, there are things the believer should hate 
(Ps. 97:10; 119:104; Amos 5:10; Jude 23; Rev. 2:6). 


The cry for solidarity and unity can sometimes be 
tyrannically enforced. Perhaps the next attack may be 
the endeavor to label and to destroy by innuendo. But 
the Book still says: “We can do nothing against the 
truth, but for the truth” (II Cor. 13:8). 


It may well be that we shall have the privilege of con- 
tinuing in apostolic succession: “We are fools for Christ’s 
sake” (I Cor. 4:10). And may it be not only because 
we have a cause, but because we are living as the apostle 
we have just quoted (Phil. 4:8, 9). 


We should never leave our prayer closets in the morn- 
ing without having concentrated our thoughts deeply and 
intensely on the fact of the actual presence of God there 
with us, encompassing us and filling the room as literally 
as it fills heaven itself. It may not lead to any distinct 
results at first but as we make repeated efforts to realize 
the presence of God, it will become increasingly real to 
us. And as the habit grows upon us, when alone in a room 
or when treading the sward of some natural woodland 
temple or when pacing the stony street—in silence of 
night or amid the teeming crowds of daylight—we shall 
often find ourselves whispering the words, “Thou art 
near; thou art here, O Lord.”—F. B. Meyer.

living. She has set world conquest as an ultimate goal, and 
she has the modern weapons to attack us. There is only one 
defense against total war: total defense. All of the resources 
of our nation, military and civil, must be ready to resist such 
aggression. There will be no chance to get ready after it begins 
Every state, county and local government, every industry, 
every community, every person has a stake in this prepared- 
ness. 


Q. Isn’t civilian preparedness rather closely linked with 
military preparedness? We’re thinking now about the attitude 
of church groups committed to pacifism. 

A. To keep the peace and freedom of our world, civil defense 
must be the partner df military preparedness. We are in a new 
era of life. We used to think of military forces as an organ- 
ization to be sent away from home to do battle for us. In a 
nuclear war, the battlefront may be right at our doorsteps. 
Today, only total defense—military and civil—can safeguard 
our liberty from godless aggression. The military has the 
mission of defending our nation by force. Many other things 
not of military force will have to be done for preservation of 
our freedom and independence. Civil defense is that kind of 
self-protection. Consider, too, that we should be ready for 
natural disasters—hurricanes, floods, earthquakes, tornadoes, 
Against any massive disaster—natural or war-brought—we 
must prepare our total resources for survival, recovery, and 
preservation of our way of life. 


Q. In general what has been done so far in the way of such 
preparedness? 

A. A detailed answer to that question would fill several 
issues of your magazine. In 1958 alone seven giant-size steps 
were taken to strengthen civil defense. As a result, we now 
have a single office of Civil and Defense Mobilization, a clearly 
defined civil defense law, a national plan for civil and defense 
mobilization which has been distributed to key Officials 
throughout the country, and a total of 195 survival plans for 
state and metropolitan areas. We have also set up a compre- 
hensive program for radiological defense; we have established 
a national shelter pclicy* and we have begun a strong program 
staffed with experienced, able people to help build into state 
and local governments the capability for emergency operations. 


Q. Perhaps before going into detail on what churches can 
and should do we should look at the problems we would face 
in the event of a thermonuclear attack. What are some of the 
conditions with which survivors of such an attack would have 
to cope? 

A. I’m sure everyone today knows something of the tre- 
mendous power of a modern nuclear weapon. All of the de- 
structive force carried by all of the bombers of World War II 
could not equal the power of a single (20 megaton) nuclear 
bomb. Survival after attack would be a starkly real, personal 
problem of staying alive and healthy—with almost everything 
damaged or imperiled by fallout. The problem would be 
hunger, disease, injury, shelter, thirst—all rolled into one life- 
or-death situation. The National Plan for Civil and Defense 
Mobilization calls for individuals and families to be prepared 
to exist on personal stocks of survival items in homes and 
shelter areas for two weeks following attack. 


Q. What part can individual churches play in preparing for 
such an emergency? 

A. They can take a significant part in many ways. Churches 
in every city, town and hamlet offer physical facilities for

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mass care and welfare. Clergymen are natural leaders among 
their own people and in the community. Congregations also 
have lay leadership and skills and experiences that will be 
needed in time of disaster. Then there is the matter of moral 
support which the churches can give to civil defense in their 
own communities. 


Q. That brings up another practical question. What if a 
church is interested in being prepared but it finds itself in 
a community where there is no local civil defense program? 

A. The minister as.a leading citizen along with leading lay- 
men in the congregation should encourage local authorities to 
make plans for a local civil defense program. In the meantime 
the church can organize itself for its own security, make plans 
for the use of its facilities for disaster purposes and generally 
inform itself about its responsibility to the community in 
time of disaster. 


Q. What kind of church organization for civil defense does 
the OCDM recommend? 

A. The organization for the church has two parts. One in- 
volves the church itself, the building and the members, under 
the leadership of the clergyman. The local congregation would 
have its own disaster committee with responsibilities assigned 
to leaders of the church. Such a committee might hold meet- 
ings of instruction as well as test exercises to make sure that 
the plans they have made will work. The other part of the 
local program involves the clergyman alone and is a plan 
which we refer to as the Civil Defense Chaplain Service. The 
objective of this plan is to make it possible for every clergy- 
man to devote himself to his spiritual ministry in time of 
disaster. Ministers obviously do not need any training in how 
to minister to victims, but they will need identification and a 
plan of procedure, equipment, and transportation. Both these 
plans can be gotten in detail from our Religious Affairs Office 
in Battle Creek, Mich. 


Q. What is the first step in a church program of defense 
preparedness? 

A. Every clergyman, who has not already done so, should 
immediately get in contact with the local civil defense author- 
ity. This is a part of the local government. Assuming that 
there is a local civil defense function, the next step would be 
for the church to determine how it can fit into local plans. 
The third step might be to make a survey of its own facilities 
and capabilities of supporting the local civil defense plan. 


Q. These are only first steps, are they not? 

A. Yes. As already indicated, the congregation should or- 
ganize a disaster committee. The committee itself will need 
training and local civil defense and government will be glad 
to help them. If the congregation is planning a new building, 
our agency can supply technical guidance to provide an area 
in the structure for a fallout shelter. Or we can help choose 
an area for that purpose within the existing building. We 
would like to have each congregation store some non-perish- 
able food for its own members and other persons who might 
have to be taken in. Emergency water should be stored and 
preparations made for shelter area, health and sanitation. 
The congregation could organize first aid teams to take Red 
Cross courses, perhaps with instruction by qualified church 
members. 


Q. Do these recommendations apply only to city churches— 
those we think of as being in target areas—or to small town 
and rural churches as well? 

A. For the most part to all. When you consider the effects 
of radioactive fallout from nuclear attack, there is no part of 
the nation that can be called “safe.” Fallout, carried by the 
winds, can come down anywhere and endanger people, crops, 
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livestock and water supplies. Many rural areas will be needed 
to help care for those evacuated from target areas. Thus the 
86 per cent of the churches in our nation outside the critical 
target areas are also vital to total preparedness. 


Q. What preparedness problems should small town churches 
be ready to meet? 

A. Church groups should know the emergency plans of local 
government, city or county or town. They should know warn- 
ing signals. They should know evacuation and shelter plans 
and whether their area is designated as likely to receive 
evacuees from potentially endangered or attacked areas. Then 
every congregation should be organized and ready to function 
in time of disaster for the safety and welfare of its own 
people as well as others. Congregations should be ready to go 
into action if disaster, war or natural, should strike us on 
Sunday when the people are at church. (Remember that the 
attack on Pearl Harbor came on a Sunday morning.) They 
should know what to do to prevent panic and how to care for 
children. They could have on hand first aid supplies, emer- 
gency food, water and other necessities. They could also be 
organized to cooperate with civil defense, especially in mass 
welfare work. 


Q. Is it not true that churches organized for wartime emer- 
gencies are also prepared to be of special service in peacetime 
disasters? 

A. Yes. Preparedness is important in meeting disasters, 
whether from natural causes cr from sources that are man 
mace. 


Q. Could you cite one or two examples where churches have 
played an especially important part in such emergencies? 

A. Yes; there have been many such times and places. Some 
of these have gone unheralded. We know of some churches 
that have been used as the very center of operations. Fre- 
quently our companion in disaster work, the American Red 
Cross, has used churches as headquarters. The First Methodist 
Church of Stroudsburg, Pa., became the center of all activities 
for many days when a few years ago the area was hit by a 
sudden flood. Under the leadership of the pastor, Dr. Roger 
C. Stimson, and with the help of many of his laymen and 
women, the church was used for feeding and housing and 
medical work as well as exchange of registrations, in addition 
to the normal spiritual services. Another outstanding example 
was the Catholic church in Creole, La., in connection with 
Hurricane Audrey. The lives of 50 people were saved by a 
priest, Father Gilbert, who received these people into the 
church and placed them in four parts of the church that were 
not destroyed by the hurricane. Besides ministering to them 
spiritually, he also provided food and water. There are many 
like cases where clergymen and their congregations were the 
first to come to the rescue. 


Q. What help can churches obtain from OCDM in preparing 
to carry on in the event of a bombing attack or peacetime 
disaster? 

A. I think the first thing the churches should do is to 
obtain from the Religious Affairs Office, our Administrative 
Guide, The Church and Civil Defense. This little pamphlet 
gives the basic instructions needed for local organizations. 
The immediate contact should always be with the local civil 
defense director, who has this booklet on hand. The local 
director can supply guidance and information which he re- 
ceives through his State Civil Defense office or from the Fed- 
eral Office of Civil Defense. He can also supply information 
about local civil defense plans which are basic to the program 
of the individual church and vital to the welfare of the 
congregation. END 
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The Road 
Back 
to 
Spiritual 
Health

spiritual adjustment is not always deliberate, but it is none 

the less tragic in its results if the condition is not dealt 

with. It is this possibility which is in view in the prayer 
of Hebrews 13:20, 21: “The God of peace . make you 
perfect...” 

The idea of the latter clause is to “put you into correct 
adjustment,’ which can be illustrated by a dislocated arm. 
Its urgent need is to be put back into adjustment with the 
rest of the body. Only then will the vital force of the body 
empower it for its true function. Perhaps our present need is 
to be put back into correct spiritual adjustment so that we 
can fulfill our true function in the Body of Christ. 

The message of the prophet Hosea, tenderest of all the 
prophecies, had this end in view. It sprang from the depths 
of his own domestic tragedy; hence its pathos and tenderness. 
The passages with which we are concerned refer to Ephraim 
—used here of the whole kingdom of Israel, of which Ephraim 
was the dominant tribe—and constitute a divine diagnosis of 
the cause of their spiritual decline. 


I is easy to get out of vital touch with God. This loss of 


+ One of the paramount lessons taught in these passages is 
that a peril is involved in a superficial relationship with God. 
It is indicated in the heart cry recorded in Hosea 6:4. “O 
Ephraim, what shall I do unto thee? ... For your goodness is 
as a morning cloud, and as the early dew it goeth away” (6:4). 

We live in an age characterized by superficiality, and it is 
consequently easy for us to be superficial in our reactions to 
God’s message. We seldom give God time to deal with us 
radically and deeply. Even when we experience conviction of 
failure and sin, we do not allow the Holy Spirit to work in 
us so strongly that we are brought to hate the sin. We lightly 
assent to our sinfulness without seriously and permanently 
dealing with it. We act as though new resolves would take the 
place of heart repentance and renunciation. 
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God’s complaint was that Ephraim’s goodness was volatile, 
disappearing like the morning cloud and the early dew. It 
is not that we do not want the best and the highest, or that 
we do not resolve to do better, but our resolves are evanescent, 

It would seem as though Ephraim’s fickleness puzzled even 
God, causing Him to exclaim, “O Ephraim, what shall I do 
unto thee?” And our fickleness and superficiality too must 
perplex God. But we can remember for our encouragement 
that Simon the Volatile, under the influence of the Holy 
Spirit, was transformed into Peter the Rock. 


+ ALSO pointed out here is the peril of a partial sanctification. 
In the pictorial Hebrew language Ephraim is described as “a 
cake not turned” (7:8). 

This figure was familiar to Israel. What housewife has not 
had the humiliating experience of a cake done on the outside 
but half-raw within? The cake referred to here was cooked 
on a griddle, and not having been turned, it was burned on 
one side and raw on the other. Many are like this in character 
—overdeveloped in some respects but deficient. in others. Prog- 
ress has been excellent in some areas but retarded in others. 

All of us to some extent are only partially sanctified, be- 
cause we have not turned some parts of our lives toward the 
fire of the Holy Spirit. Some are strong in Bible knowledge 
but weak in spiritual grace. Some are generous in nature but 
violent in temper. Some are strong for orthodoxy but weak in 
Christian love. One-sided development is true of us all. 

The reassuring fact for us is that the fire under the cake 
still burns. There is yet time for the cake to be turned and 
for the baking process to be completed. It is for us to turn the 
imperfect, unfinished pert of our characters toward the fire 
of the Spirit and allow Him to sanctify us wholly. 


+ INVOLVED also in the life of the believer is the peril of an 
incomplete separation. “Ephraim is (Continued on page 41)

ks | no condemnation and closes with no separation. That is a 
good start. But mark you, it doesn’t say there are no faults 


there are no infirmities. It doesn’t say that, but that for the 
believer there is no charge, no condemnation either in life or

death or at the judgment. 
| { A great many people live all their lifetime under the 
bondage of death and they fear the judgment. But if a man’s 
life is hid with Christ in God, there is nothing to fear in time 
or in eternity. Note that the difference between a believer and 
an unbeliever is right here. An unbeliever is living in his day, 
and he has nothing but a long dark eternal night to look 
forward to. A Christian is living in his night, and he has a 
grand morning he is looking forward to. 

Christ was judged for me, and the judgment is behind me 
instead of before me. Notice what the Word says here in John 
3:36: “He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life: 
and he that believeth not the Son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him.” Or look at John 5:24: “Verily,

Dwight L. Moody’s ministry blessed millions. verily, I say unto you, He that heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall not come 
[ere is a message from out of the past into condemnation; but is passed from death unto life.” 


+ THEN notice as you pass along through this eighth chapter 
of Romans how Paul brings out the thought of adoption, son- 
ship and heirship. Look at Romans 8:15: “For ye have not 
received the spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye have re- 
ceived the Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father.” 

I have no sympathy with what they call this universal 
brotherhood, this universal Fatherhood. I don’t believe one 
word of it. If a man lives in the flesh and serves the flesh 
and lives an ungodly life, he is just what Christ said: he is a 
child of the devil. You show me a man that will lie and steal 
and get drunk and ruin my daughter, and do you tell me he 
is my brother? Not a bit of it! He must be born into the 
household of faith before he becomes my brother in Christ. 


to meet the needs of present-day Christians 
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He is an enemy to God until he is born from above. 

“The Svirit itself beareth witness with our spirit, that we 
are the children of God” (v. 16). Now Paul is climbing along 
up to this beautiful doctrine of sonship, but he is coming a 
different way from what the world does. “And if children, 
then heirs; heirs of God, and joint-heirs with Christ; if so be 
that we suffer with him, that we may be also glorified to- 
gether” (v. 17). Oh, that we might know our true relationship: 
sons and daughters of heaven. sons of God in this crooked 
and perverse generation! 

Do you know that a great many children of God have never 
seen their standing in Christ and what it means to be a son 
or a daughter? Do you know that a great many never rise to 
be above servants? Go into a family, a stranger, and see how 
long it takes you to find out who are the servants and who 
are the guests and who are the boarders! We are sons, and 
if we are sons, we are heirs; and thank God, if we are heirs, 
we are joint-heirs with Jesus Christ. 

Do you know what that means? Why, you know the Prince 
of Wales couldn’t sit on the throne with Queen Victoria. He 
couldn't be a joint-heir to the throne; the nation wouldn’t 
allow that. But that is just what we are, called to be joint- 
heirs with Jesus Christ. What He is, so am I. That is what 
this eighth chapter of Romans teaches. 

Think of it! Think of the Lord stooping down here and 
taking a poor sinner right up out of the gutter and putting 
His feet on the rock, and putting a new song in his mouth 
and lifting him up above powers and principalities, above 
angels and archangels, up, up, up to the throne with Himself! 
Don’t talk about being poor if you have the eighth chapter 
of Romans! 

I would rather be in the heart of Romans eight than Adam 
in, the heart of Paradise. Adam could have stayed in Paradise 
ten thousand years and the devil could still have come in 
after that time and got his life away from him, but I would 
challenge you to get my life away from me, because it is hid 
with Christ in God, and Christ has conquered Satan. 


+ Now look at verse 31. “What shall we then say to these 
things? If God be for us, who can be against us?” Would you 
just answer that question? Who can be against us if God be 
for us? Why, no one! If the Creator of heaven and earth is 
for you, who is going to be against you? 

Take that twenty-eighth verse: “And we know that all 
things work together for good to them that love God, to them 
who are called according to his purpose.” All things: tribula- 
tion, reproaches, persecution, infirmities, distresses, famines; 
all things work together for good to them that love Him. 

Christian, are you passing through the waters? Well, don’t 
get discouraged! You are an heir to glory, and if God calls 
you to pass through deep waters, go on. He is with you. He 
was with Joseph when he was cast into prison: they had to 
put the Almighty in with him. I had rather be in prison with 
the Almighty than outside without Him. You needn’t be afraid 
of prison. You needn’t be afraid of the grave. You needn’t be 
afraid of death. 

I think we will be so ashamed of ourselves when we get to 
heaven to think we ever spoke about our sufferings. You 
remember Christ said once that they that left everything for 
Him He would reward, and Peter said, “What are you going 
to give me?” What had they left? A few old broken nets and 
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‘Don’t ever talk about being poor if you

fishing smacks. I believe Peter was ashamed of that speech 
a good many times afterwards when he got a taste of resur- 
rection life and the glory beyond. 

And what have we left? I am tired and sick of these people 
who are all the time talking about what they have had to 
give up. Let that talk go to the winds, and look and see what 
you have! Paul says, “We know that all things work together 
for good.” 


+ THINK about what John and Paul said about things they 
knew. 

“I know whom I have believed” (II Tim. 1:12). Now that is a 
good thing to know, isn’t it? 

“We know that we are of God” (I John 5:19). We know it. 
Why? His Spirit bears witness with our spirit. 

“We know that the Son of God is come” (I John 5:20). 
That is a good thing to know, isn’t it? 

“We know we have passed from death unto life (I John 
3:14). That is a good thing to know. Man, do you know it? 
If you don’t know it, don’t leave until you are sure you have 
passed from death unto life. 

“We know that He abideth in us” (I John 3:24). Isn’t that 
a great thing to know? If I have Christ, the hope of glory, 
formed in me, I can conquer this world and get it under 
my feet through Him, and there’s no other way. 

We know that He hears us (I John 5:15). That is a good 
thing to know. It is a good thing to live within speaking 
distance of heaven and get your prayers answered. You might 
as well tell me that I don’t exist as to tell me God doesn't 
answer prayer. I would never stop to discuss that with a man, 
because God answers prayer every day. 

We know that we shall appear with Him’in glory. Isn't 
that good? We know it. “When Christ, who is our life, shall 
appear, then shall ye also appear with him in glory” (Col. 3:4). 
Cheer up, child of God! The glory is ahead, not behind us. 

“We know that ... we shall be like Him” (John 3:2). You 
say, “We're not like Him now.” We know, but we shall be. 
That is ahead. We are going to be like Him, for we shall see 
Him as He is. 

“We know that if our earthly house . . . were dissolved, we 
have a building of God, an house not made with hands, eternal 
in the heavens” (II Cor. 5:1). You talk about death being an 
enemy; it is a gateway to immortality; we pass through it to a 
glorious resurrection. I lay this body down and I get a body 
even like His own glorious body; I get a body that death 
cannot touch. I get a body that sin cannot taint. I get a body 
like His own. Think of it! 

Now I want to ask you a question: pull yourselves to- 
gether; put your minds right on this thought. Do you think 
Moses would change that body he had on the Mount of Trans- 
figuration for the one he had at Pisgah? Do you think Elijah 
would have changed the body he had for the one he had 
under the juniper tree? I expect to get a better house than 
I am living in now when I get out of this, don’t you? I am 
going to make something out of death. 

Don’t you be afraid of death; there is nothing to fear. 
“Absent from the body; present with the Lord,” that is the 
teaching. We know that if this earthly house is dissolved we 
have “a building of God, an house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens.” I believe that I have a life that is 
never going to end. Death may change my position but not 
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my condition, not my standing with Jesus Christ. Death is 
not going to separate us. That is the teaching of the eighth 
of Romans. 


+ Now Paul puts some questions; let me put them to you. 
“Who can be against us? He that spared not his own Son, 
but delivered him up for us all, how shall he not with him also 
freely give us all things?” (Rom. 8:31, 32). When God the 
Father gave Christ, the Son of His bosom, He literally gave up 
all that heaven had; He gave the richest Jewel that heaven 
owned; and df He has given us His Son, is there anything too 
great for us to ask? If the Lord has given me the Son of His 
bosom, I can ask for anything. 

Thank God for the Gift! “How shall He not with Him 
also freely give us all things? Who shall lay anything to the 
charge of God’s elect?” (v. 33). That is another question. 
Who is going to do it? Is there anyone here going to bring a 
charge against one of God’s elect? “ It is God that justifieth.” 

Do you know what “justified” means? I will tell you. To 
be justified is to stand before God without a spot or wrinkle, 
without a sin; it is to be put back beyond Eden. That is what 
it is. In other words, God looks over His ledger and says. 
“Moody, I have no account against you; it has all been 
wiped out by Another.” 

There is no condemnation. If God has justified me, He 
will not bring a charge against me. Will He condemn you? 
Ten thousand times no! He will not do it. Do you know that 
sweet verse, John 3:17, that has been overlooked because the 
sixteenth verse is so sublime that we forget the other? It is 
this: “For God sent not his Son into the world to condemn 
the world; but that the world through him might be saved.” 

Thank God, Christ didn’t come to condemn me; He came 
to save me. That is’ what He came for, that He might 
get His arm under the vilest sinner and lift him up to glory. 
Haven’t you sinned? I have. But if God has forgiven me, 
that is the end of it. What does the Bible say? Not one of 
your sins shall be remembered. If God has put them away, 
they are gone for time and eternity. Oh, my friends. it is a 
great thing to be forgiven, do you know it? 

And then the next question is: “Who shall separate us 
from the love of Christ?” (v. 35). Now who is going to do it? 
Devils, men, angels? Who is going to separate us? Paul 
challenges heaven and earth and: angels and men and princi- 
palities and powers, and not only that, but all things past 
and present and to come, all creatures, all states. death or 
life. No dungeon will do it; no prison, no stripes. Let the 
enemies come collectively or singly, I don’t care; I have no 
foes that can overcome me. Why? God has justified me. 

I do not dread death. Why? Christ has tasted death for 
me. I do not dread judgment. Why? That is past. I dread 
no separation and I anticipate no failure. 

“Who shall separate us from the love of Christ? Shall tribu- 
lation, or distress, or persecution, or famine, or nakedness. 
or peril, or sword .. . For I am persuaded, that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor height. nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to separate us from the love of 
God which is in Christ Jesus our Lord” (vv. 35. 38, 39). 
Nothing is going to separate us; nothing can separate us 
from the love of God if we will just let the love of God into 
our hearts and just abide in His love. 

There are three triplets in this chapter to which I want to 
call your attention: God the Father, Christ the Son, and God 
the Holy Spirit. Three “all things”: “all things work together 
for good”; the all things “He will freely give us”, and “in all 
things we are more than conquerors”; three groans: the 
groan of creation, the groan of the believer and the groan 
of the Holy Spirit. 

Thank God for the outlook before us! I don’t know how it 
is with you, but I thank God for Romans eight. If you are not 
in it, get in it and live there. It is a good place to live. END

N 1882 D. L. Moody was holding a mission in the 

East End of Glasgow, when out of curiosity, I, a 
girl of seventeen, went with two young girl] friends 
to hear him preach in a small church in the West 
End. We were seated in the gallery of the church 
when Mr. Moody, having finished his address, sud- 
denly looked up and seeing us called out, “You girls 
come down into the inquiry room!” So down we came. 

I was deeply convicted of sin as the personal 
worker explained quite simply the stupendous fact 
of Calvary. All I had to do, she showed me. was to 
kneel down, then and there, and receive Jesus as my 
personal Saviour, and the moment I did this, He 
would give me power to become a child of God. 
Tears streamed down my face as I received Christ 
as my Saviour and I was born again. 

Mr. Moody in his counsel to the young converts 
gave us three points. The first was to get a good 
Bible and start studying it, marking any verses we 
found especially helpful. The second was to take a 
stand for God and be out and out for Him. The 
third point was that we should do some work for 
God. 

I found it was not all to be plain sailing. There 
was opposition from my family who disapproved of 
my giving up dancing. Then there was the direct 
opposition of the devil. But when Satan told me I 
wasn’t really saved. a dear old Christian reassured 
me by quoting: “Let God be true, but every man a 
liar!’”” And I was encouraged. 

I longed now to do some work for Jesus who had 
given His life for me, and God gave me various bits 
of service. I went down to the Salt Market in the 
East End to give out tracts. I took a class in the 
Sunday school which meant visiting the homes of the 
children as well. I helped in a club for mill girls 
who came in night after night in their shawls, some 
of them barefooted. My two girl friends and I started 
taking mothers’ meetings in two different districts of 
Glasgow. Later I was married and had a family 
of my own. 

Now, having experienced this wonderful new life 
for more than seventy-five years, my desire is still 
to glorify God and to win others to Him. In these 
last years I have been realizing increasingly my need 
of complete surrender in every area and relationship 
of my life and of putting God first, not just in theory 
but in every practical detail. Even though I have often 
failed Him, He has never failed me, and I can 


truly say: “I will bless the Lord at all times: his 
praise shall continually be in my mouth” (Ps. 34:1).

Swiftly news of the tragedy spread through the village. 

Within minutes, there was the sound of scores of running 

feet and the muffled hum of excited conversation, as vil- 
lagers rushed to the scene. 

Mukendi, the village pastor, had been among the first to 
arrive. It was he who saw the youth writhing in his last 
agonies. It was he, kneeling in the dust, who raised the limp 
hand to check for a pulse beat. It was he who in gentle finality 
placed it on the breast of the lifeless form. 

Only then did he dare to lift his eyes to look into the sea 
of black faces circled above him. His heart sank to see the 
tragedy and fear written there. He bowed his head, not only to 
pray but to escape the unspoken accusation. 

It was not that the villagers were unused to sudden and 
painful death—not that. But it was the shock of realizing 
anew that somewhere in the village a witch doctor was working 
his insidious wiles, brewing his poison. And Mukendi knew 
only too well what the villagers were thinking: Who would 
be the next victim? And was the Christian’s God powerless 
to stop it? 

As the din of the death wail rose about him Mukendi felt 
the beads of sweat gathering on his forehead, though thirty 
years as village pastor had not left him unprepared. The deep, 
expressive lines that coursed his dark brow bore witness to 
many a well-weathered storm. And the words the missionary 
had given him long ago as he handed him his Bible still lived 
in his memory: “Read this Book every day. Obey it. Never 
forget it.” 

The verses he had relied on through all those succeeding 
years were few, yet crises had not worn them threadbare. 
Now he whispered a prayer for grace, squared his jaw, and 
rose to his full six-foot height to speak. The crowd hushed to 
hear. 

“Friends,” he said, “God’s Book has not failed us. Nor will 
it now. The Book says, ‘The Lord is my Shepherd, I have 
need of nothing.’ God has power to keep death from our door. 
He has power to uncover this evil one who lives secretly in

our midst. Let us who love God quietly return to our houses, 
and with all our hearts give ourselves to Him for His safe 
keeping and care.’ 

As Mukendi and his wife Luti walked back to their thatched 
roof home he turned over in his mind the current village mis- 
fortunes—the plaguing sickness, the poor hunting luck, the 
difficult childbirths, the weak and puny children. Many vil- 
lagers yet steeped in superstition would be quick to blame 
their accumulated misfortunes on one evil person—the witch 
doctor. Who could he be? And where would the next blow fall? 


+ THEY had not long to wait. Two weeks later, one of the out- 
standing Christians in the village lay desperately ill upon 
her bed—Pemba, Kabonga’s wife. 

For two days, Pemba had been in labor, with Luta by her 
side constantly. Then the crisis came. No longer could Luta 
find a fetal heartbeat. Now the labor pains were subsiding, 
and Pemba lay in great agony. 

“Why must she suffer so?”’ Kabonga’s face reflected his dis- 
tress and anxiety. 

Mukendi tried to speak reassuringly. “We shall do all we 
can, Kabonga, and then we must commit the rest into God's 
hands.” 

“But wouldn’t it be all right to try something else?” 

“Something else?” Mukendi was gripped by a sudden fear. 
“What do you mean?” 

Kabonga did not look at him, but spoke defensively. “Well, 
you know what everyone is saying. These things are not by 
accident. There is only one to blame. Who knows? Perhaps 
we should try to break his curse by using a bit of native 
medicine. That new medicine the villagers bought yesterday— 
it is guaranteed to break the vilest curse, they say.” 

“Do not suggest such a thing, Kabonga.” 

“But, Mukendi, the nearest dispensary is sixty miles away, 
and Pemba is too weak to be carried so far. I cannot leave her 
this way. She will die. What shall I do?” 

Mukendi tried not to show his bitter disappointment. The 
death of a young man and an infant in rapid succession had 
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convinced the pagan villagers that a witch doctor was truly 
in their midst, and their fear and terror was raised to a new 
level. 

Only a few days before, when a glib-tongued medicine man 
had entered the village, Mukendi had warned the village 
chief that the Creator would no longer bless and guard his 
village if he turned his back on Him, and set up false gods. 
He had also warned the Christians that God was a jealous 
God who would not tolerate a divided devotion. 

But the chief had been noncommittal, and some of the 
Christians—though they had pledged their loyalty—had 
actually purchased medicine and were hiding it in their 
homes. Moreover, there had been a poor record of attendance 
in the morning chapel. 

Now his most faithful Christian couple was striken with 
misfortune. Even Kabonga in desperation had begun to waver. 
It was understandable, of course. Surely in a time of crisis 
any means that might save Pemba’s life was legitimate. 
was it not? Mukendi’s eyes were moist as they met the 
desperate stare of his brother in distress. 

“Kabonga,” he said, “let’s put God to the test. I'll call 
the Christians together, all who still believe that God hears 
the ery of His children, and we won’t stop praying till God 
answers. He will not disappoint us, never fear.” 

As night closed in, a tight little circle gathered at Kabonga’s 
front door and began praying. But real intercessory prayer 
is hard work—especially when you have promised that you 
won’t quit until God answers. Gradually the weaker-hearted 
among them slipped away and there were only a few left. 

Toward midnight six weary forms were still bending low, 
hopefully clinging to the faith of the pastor, and forcing 
themselves to pray on. Then at midnight hopes brightened. 
Luta slipped from the sick woman’s bedside and emerged from 
the hut. She reported that Pemba seemed to be rallying, and 
that regular labor pains were increasingly evident. 

With renewed courage the little group prayed on. Mukendi 
was fully aware of the tremendous influence for good or for 
bad that hinged upon the outcome.

The Christians 
are still praying. How do you feel?” 

“Oh!” he groaned. “Here—help me to 
the edge of the mat. I must—I have to 
rise on my side.

Then it came—a _ black, frothing, 
smelling substance mingled with clotted 
blood. His relief was almost immediate.

+ IT was a great victory for God’s people.

But when I began to pour the medicine 
into the gourd he raised his staff and 
struck me. I fell to the ground. Then I 
ran—ran for my life!” 

The old man’s voice rose almost to a 
scream. Then he quieted. 

“That day I became sick—sick unto 
death. I am cursed. I have lived in misery. 
When my medicine did not kill you I 
knew I was doomed. I know I will die.” 

Mukendi was praying, his head bowed 
on the filthy mat. Words unaware were 
pouring from his lips as he pleaded for 
the soul of Kabeya. 

The voice of the old man went on. 

‘“Mukendi—pastor,” he said, “they tell 
me that every morning your chapel is 
full of people. They want to hear your 
message. They want to know your God.

pians, which Paul wrote from his im- 

prisonment in Rome, he “rejoiced” 

over their loving remembrance of him 
(Phil. 4:10). It is always pleasant to be 
remembered by distant friends from 
whom one has long been separated. 
But there was something quite extraor- 
dinary about this remembrance of Paul 
by the Philippians. For the distance that 
separated them, about seven hundred 
miles, represented from the standpoint of 
time, costs and hazards about the equiva- 
lent of a journey in modern times from 
Chicago to Australia. 

The Philippians had often been in the 
Apostle’s thoughts. We read it in the 
phrases, “I have you in my heart ...I 
long for you ....I pray for you...I 
thank my God upon every remembrance 
of you” (1:3, 7-9). Then one day, like a 
living character stepping out of the pages 
of a story book, Epaphroditus appeared 
before him! He had made the long 
journey from Philippi to bring affec- 
tionate greetings and gifts, and to remain 
and minister to the needs of the Apostle 
(Phil. 2:25; 4:18). Surely the joy of that 
moment to Paul must have been like a 
previous experience when words failed 


I’ that delightful Epistle to the Philip- 


... 1 CAN! 


him (I Cor. 2:9; II Cor. 12:4)! Surely 
there were tears of unrestrained re- 
joicing! 

Yet Paul made it clear that his re- 
joicing was “in the Lord” (v. 16). He 
knew that it was the Lord who had put 
it in their hearts to cheer and strengthen 
him. Indeed, in every good work he ac- 
knowledged that both the prompting and 
the enablement came from Him (2:13). 

And Paul was not unmindful of what 
the grace of God can bring to pass in the 
human heart. In that same city of 
Phillipi, about ten years earlier, he and 
his companion Silas had been cruelly 
beaten and cast into prison for preaching 
the gospel. The jailor was a pitiless 
pagan. Three expressions in the inspired 
record reflect his ruthless handling of 
the two prisoners. Instead of conducting 
them, backs bleeding, to the nearest con- 
venient cell, he “thrust” them into the 
“inner prison,” which was generally the 


foulest, most miserable cell of all. And, 
as if to add to their suffering, he “made 
their feet fast in stocks” (Acts 16:24). 

There in that inner prison, at midnight, 
they prayed and sang praises unto God, 
arfd a mighty earthquake shook the 
prison. Trembling, the jailor came and 
fell down before Paul and Silas, crying, 
“Sirs, what must I do to be saved?” As 
he thus opened his heart to the grace 
of God a miracle took place, and he 
became a new creature in Christ. What a 
change! Now we see him as with his own 
hands he gently washes their bleeding 
backs; he brings them into his own 
house; he sets food before them; he re- 
joices, “believing in God.” 

Ten years passed. The Philippians knew 
of Paul’s imprisonment in Rome. They 
were affectionately praying for him 
(1:19). Perhaps the Philippian jailor was 
now a leading deacon in the church. 
Certainly he would know better than 
anyone else what it meant to be a pris- 
oner in that cruel age. Perhaps it was 
he who suggested that a messenger be 
sent, to bear greetings, gifts and loving 
service. 

At any rate, the coming of Epaphro- 
ditus brought immeasurable joy to the 
Apostle. Perhaps Epaphroditus had won- 
dered what he might say to comfort Paul 
in his prison chains, hounded, persecuted, 
abused and threatened like the Son of 
God—by those whom he had come to 
help. Will he find Paul fretting in bit- 
terness and frustration, chewing his fin- 
ger nails, tearing his hair? No, he finds 
the Apostle serenely on top of his trou- 
bles, having learned from Christ the 
difficult lesson of how to behave himself 
in prison. 


+ In the concluding verses of the Epis- 
tle, Paul shares with us the assurances 
which sustained him, and which en- 
abled him to face abundance or destitu- 
tion, fullness or hunger, health or afflic- 
tion, freedom or imprisonment, with 
equal composure. Three divine enable- 
ments are indicated: 

The first one is: through Christ I can 
be what I ought to be. “I have learned, 
in whatsoever state I am, therein to be 
content” (v. 11). 

Through Christ, the Apostle had be 
come a living embodiment of the grace 
of contentment. This grace is not a na- 
tive endowment. It has to be “learned.” 
It must be learned from Him who taught 
it to the Apostle. It must be learned the 
way_the Apostle learned it, through pro- 
longed intimate association with Christ. 
It is not the product of intellectual self- 
discipline, but the by-product of spiritual 
fellowship with Christ.

Contentment is not dependent upon 
favorable outward circumstances, but is 
like the happiness of the man in the 
first Psalm, whose happiness is sym- 
bolized by the tree “planted by the rivers 
of water.” This tree “bringeth forth his 
fruit in his season; his leaf also shall 
not wither; and whatsoever he doeth 
shall prosper.” The imagery of the Psalm 
suggests a drouth stricken landscape 
in which the grass is turning brown, the 
foliage is yellow and sparse, the fruit- 
less twigs are dying back at the tips. 
Yet in the midst of this desolation, one 
tree stands green, beautiful and fruit- 
ful. It is subjected to the same withering 
drouth, the same hot winds from the 
desert. But it is able to defy the elements 
because it is continuously nourished by 
the life-giving waters flowing at its feet. 

Happiness does not rest upon consid- 
erations usually regarded as essential, 
such as food, shelter, clothing, health, 
freedom from care. If these considera- 
tions were valid, then, as someone has 
pointed out, the happiest of all crea- 
tures would probably be the ordinary 
American cow. Food is no problem with 
her: she stands in grass ankle deep. 
Shelter is no problem: if there is a cow 
shed, she is happy; if there is no shed, 
the shade of a tree will do quite well. 
Clothing is no problem: she has a beau- 
tiful fur coat which renews itself every 
year, without trouble or expense. Health 
is no problem; if it had been, she would 
have been removed by the county agent. 
And as for worry, she does not know 
what that is. She arises when she gets 
ready, in the morning. She grazes till 
she has her fill. She saunters down to 
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the creek tor a cool drink. Then with all 
her queenly dignity she makes her way 
to the shade of a tree, settles down, and 
complacently meditates upon the glory 
of her cowhood! 

The Apostle Paul lacked many things. 
His food was prison fare; his shelter, a 
prison. His clothing was perhaps not 
always adequate, as suggested by his re- 
quest for Timothy to bring his cloak 
(II Tim. 4:13). His health seems to be 
involved in his “thorn in the flesh” 
(II Cor. 12:7). And his “care of the 
churches” (II Cor. 11:28) was a perennial 
burden. Yet in his brief letter to the 
Philippians, the words “joy,” “rejoice,” 
“oladness” and “praise” occur eighteen 
times! “By grace I am what I am” 
(I Cor. 15:10), the grace that makes the 
meanest become noble, the foulest clean, 
the ugliest disposition beautiful, the 
sourest sweet! 


+ THE second divine enablement is this: 
through Christ I can do what I ought 
to do. “I can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me” (v. 13). 

Christ gives strength to achieve what 
would otherwise be impossible. Into a 
hostile world which had nailed its Master 
to the cross, and which was no less ready 
to crucify His followers, Christ sent His 
apostles as sheep among the wolves. “Go 
ye,” He said, “. .. make disciples .. . bap- 
tize ... teach... and lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the 
world” (Matt. 28:19,20). 

With this “Great Commission” the 
Gospel of Matthew ends. But the Gospel 
of Mark goes one verse further, and adds 
as a sort of postscript that “they went 











. and preached . .. the Lord working 
with them, and confirming the word” 
(Mk. 16:20). The rich fruitage of their 
labors, as reflected in the Book of Acts, 
was possible only because the Lord was 
working with them. 

“Without me ye can do nothing” (John 
15:5). The outcome of our labors depends 
upon that which the Lord adds or with- 
holds when we perform those iabors. 
Unless Christ “strengthens,” no amount 
of native ability plus education plus 
hard work can possibly compensate. ‘“Ex- 
cept the Lord build the house, they 
labor in vain that build it” (Ps. 127:1). 

Happy weddings do not insure happy 
homes. The sweetness of wedding bells, 
lavish gifts and bushels of cards, letters 
and telegrams of good wishes are not 
enough. True love is not enough: it 
might be unsanctified, misdirected, short- 
lived. Beautiful mottoes placed by un- 
dedicated hands on the undedicated walls 
of an undedicated house are not enough. 
Without Christ our best efforts will re- 
sult only in another little Tower of 
Babel; with Christ the home becomes a 
little bit of heaven! We can not “be good 
without God,” nor can we successfully 
build without the “strengthening” of our 
Lord. 

Christ gives strength to endure what 
would otherwise be unendurable. Paul 
was in chains, suffering unjustly, with 
no assurance at all that he would ever 
be free again, not knowing at what hour 
he might be led to the executioner’s 
block. Yet he was serene in faith, radiant 
in spirit. Paul, how do you do it? To this 
question, he would no doubt have given 
the answer of the ancient prophet: “They 
that wait upon the Lord shall renew their 
strength” (Is. 40:31). The replenishment 
of his faith was like the invisible supply 
of the spring that never ceases to flow, 
even in the longest drouth, because of 
being mysteriously fed by the inexhaust- 
ible waters of some mountain lake. 

Christ strengthens the believer to face 
uncertainty, danger and even catas- 
trophe. In the annals of New England 
there is an account of that awesome 
spectacle in the heavens when darkness 
fell at mid-day, shooting stars flashed 
across the skies, and flaming meteors fell 
to the earth. Normal human activities 
came to a sudden halt. Multitudes of 
frightened people believed that the end 
of the world had come. In a certain 
home the maid burst into the room where 
the head of the house was calmly at 
work. Hysterically she shrieked, “The 
world is coming to an end!” “Let it,” 
was the calm reply, “we can get along 
without it.” 

How true! This is what each one of us 
will have to do sooner or later. “Heaven 
and earth shall pass away .. .” (Matt. 
24:35). And if we pass away first we 
shall have to get along without the world 
that now is. 
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We have not attained to faith in its 
highest expression till we can say as 
Paul said to the Phipippians, “For me to 
live is Christ, and to die is gain” (Phil. 
5:32. 


+ THE third divine enablement 

in this chapter is: through Christ I can 

have what I ought to have. “My God 

shall supply all your need according to 

riches in glory by Christ Jesus” 
19). 

“My Father is rich . . . he hath riches 
untold.” Gladly* believing, we sing this 
hymn of faith. Indeed, who but the 
Heavenly Father could supply all our 
need? Many a parent with only two chil- 
dren struggles over the problem of pro- 
viding for them; the Heavenly Father 
with over two billion human beings to 
feed from day to day is abundantly able. 
Significantly, the promise is not that 
God shall supply all our wants—not even 
enough to “keep up with the Jones’s.” 
The promise is that He will supply our 
And He provides not only for the 
the spiritual needs as 
purity, peace and per- 


his 


need. 
physical but for 
well—for pardon, 
severing grace. 

Paul himself was rich. “I have all, and 
abound,” he says (v. 18). But from a 
worldly point of view he had practically 
nothing. He had reached the approxi- | 
age of retirement without houses 
or lands, without stocks or bonds, with- 
out “social security” or money in the | 
bank. Like the Lord Jesus in the days | 
of His flesh he had not “where to lay 
his head” (Matt. 8:20). Besides, he was 
a prisoner and his very life was in 
jeopardy. Yet in the things that make 
men truly rich he was perhaps the richest 
man on earth. In comparison Nero upon 
his golden throne, with a vast empire at 
his feet, was a veritable pauper. 

When Paul declared, “I have all, and 
abound,” he was speaking like a certain 
father who was intensely fond of his six 
children—all of them girls. “What? 
Nothing but girls?’ someone exclaimed. 
“Oh, you don’t understand,” replied the 
happy father. “I have everything but 
boys!” Paul was rich in values that were 
true and everlasting, which the world 
had not given him and could not take | 
away from him. 

All of God’s children. as a matter of 
fact, are rich. But how few are living 
up to their privileges as the true sons and 
daughters of God! “I am come that they | 
might have life, and . . . have it more | 
abundantly,” said Jesus (John 10:10). 
It was never His intention that children 
of the new birth should live the meager, 
pinched, little lives with which the world 
is so familiar, then die their little deaths | 
and go to their little graves without ever 
attaining to their full spiritual stature. 

This needless poverty, this “leanness 
of soul” (Ps. 106:15), recalls the self- 
imposed austerity of a certain poor im- |

+ THROUGH Christ we can be what we 
ought to be; we can do what we ought to 
do; we can have what we ought to have. 
The passage of Scripture which carries 
these assurances opens on a high note of 
rejoicing and closes on the same high 


| level. There is joy in the doxology, “Unto 
| God be glory——” (v. 20); there is joy 


in the three-fold salutation from Paul 
and the brethren with him and the 
“saints” of Caesar’s household (v. 21-22); 
and there is joy in the benediction, “The 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you all” (v. 23). 

Indeed, the entire Epistle is the over- 
flow of an abundant life, fulfilling the 
purpose of Christ, revealing that spiritual 
attractiveness which is essential to 
spiritual effectiveness and carrying to 
every believer the glad assurance, 
“Through Christ, I can!” END

F you are for sale at any price, you 

can be sure than Satan will be on

pleasure. Not one of the persons men- 
tioned above (Samson alone excepted) 
receives even honorable mention in God’s 
Hall of Fame, the eleventh chapter of 
Hebrews. 


+ Do you aspire to some public career 
for God? Then beware of the pitfalls 
into which others have fallen. 

Take King Saul, for instance. What 
young man ever launched upon a pub- 
lic career as a leader of his people with 
greater promise than he? Graced with 
striking personality and commanding 
presence he looked every inch a king. 
Coupled with this was commendable hu- 
mility, absence of self-seeking, wise re- 
straint in his conduct toward his enemies. 
There was so much that was praise- 
worthy in Saul. ; 

Why, then, did his life turn out to 
be such a shambles? Ah! Like most of 
us, he had a weak spot. Chosen of God 
as Israel’s first king, his love of popu- 
larity proved to be his undoing. He “loved 
the praise of men more than the praise 
of God.” Forced into a position where he 
must make a choice, Saul yielded to the 
wishes of the people, even though it 
meant direct disobedience to God. The 
tragedy was that the thing Saul loved 
too well was the first thing he lost—the 
admiration and esteem of his people. 
For that one weakenss Saul sold out, and 
proved his unfitness to be God’s leader. 

Be very sure that if you fail God or 
refuse His call to the place of honor He 
has designed for you He will find another 
who will qualify for that place. 

The discovery that we have sold some- 
thing priceless for a thing of nought is 
always a bitter pill to swallow. So from 
that time on “an evil spirit from the Lord 
troubled Saul.” What was that “evil 
spirit?” Perhaps it was the periodic, over- 
whelming sense of failure and the ac- 
cusings of conscience settling down over 
him, making him utterly miserable and 
quite impossible to live with. Added to 
this he was forced to endure seeing an- 
other make good in the place he had 
forfeited. 

Do you have a weak spot? Face up to 
it, commit it to God, then trust Him more 
completely to keep you from buckling up 
at that very point. 


+ Lot provides us with another red light 
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warning. Lot was a believer, but he was 
one of these fellows who just “trailed 
along” after Uncle Abraham. But Abra- 
ham was a “high-altitude believer,” 
while his nephew was a “world-borderer,” 
a dweller in the plains. 

Lot didn’t believe in being fanatical 
about his religion. So he pitched his tent 
where there was a good view of Sodom, 
and where his wife and daughters could 
commute into the city occasionally on a 
shopping expedition. So we find him at 
length sitting in “the gate of Sodom” 
(the mayor’s office), and so anchored 
down there in interests and investments 
that he and his family had to be literally 
dragged out by the angel before the fire 
and brimstone fell. 

When the Lord comes for His own, 
will he have to drag some of us away 
from this world, while we look back 
fondly to where our real interests lie? It 
is to be feared that we will. “Remember 
Lot’s wife,’’ were Jesus’ warning words. 
We can become so absorbed in worldly 
pursuits that when the Lord comes He 
will have a hard time prying us loose. 

Love of the world and its advantages 
has been a subtly deceptive thing in all 
ages. It is not less so today. To the young 
Christian, false allures can be very real, 
as also the desire to excel in some line 
of achievement for the sake of winning 
the world’s plaudits. Others have been 
ensnared by a desire to be the “best 
dressed” or the “most popular” teenager 
in their set. Pursuing such goals lead 
away from Christ. 

Older Christians whom God has en- 
trusted with a generous portion of this 
world’s goods may become more absorbed 
in the furnishing of a lovely home than 
in laying up treasure in heaven. To the 
Christian in middle life, anxiety about 
“old-age security” can eclipse his desire 
for that “more abundant entrance into 
the everlasting kingdom.” It is the old, 
old story all over again. “The cares of 
this world, the deceitfulness of riches, 
and the lusts of other things entering 
in choke the word, and it becomes un- 
fruitful” (Mark 4:19). 


+ Look at Esau. What if he was a 
likable, easy-going sort of chap with an 
engaging personality? One word de- 
scribes him: secular. He was wholly 
occupied with material things; to him 
spiritual values didn’t mean a thing. He

wouldn’t have known what to do with 
the birthright even if he had kept it. 
Jacob, in spite of his faults, did value 
the birthright, though the way he sought 
to obtain it was very wrong. 

The sort of wife a man picks is an 
evidence of his spirituality—or lack of it. 
This provides us with additional insight 
into Esau’s character. He liked the 
“daughters of Canaan,” and apparently 
never understood why they were a “grief 
of mind unto Isaac and to Rebekah.” 
(See Gen. 26:35; 28:7, 8, 9.) Jacob on the 
contrary heeded the wishes of his father 
and mother in his marriage, and was 
rewarded with a beautiful maiden with 
whom he fell in love at first sight. 

Ah, but there are many more Esaus 
than Jacobs today! How many Christian 
young people sell out because of an un- 
wise and hasty marriage, taking an un- 
equal yoke upon themselves that becomes 
more galling with the passing of the 
years. Others fritter their time away in 
trivial pursuits, or become engrossed in 
the secular side of life, quite indifferent 
to the eternal reward God offers for a 
surrendered life and faithful service. Oh 
the tragedy of a wasted life! 

George Beverly Shea, whom God gifted 
with a magnificent voice, was confronted 
with a flattering offer from a perfectly 
legitimate though purely secular source. 
Satan baits his hook cleverly. Bev had 
auditioned for a radio network and the 
offer was three times the salary he was 
then receiving. Some time before, facing 
similar testing, he had made a definite 
decision. His mother had left a copy of 
a poem by Rhea F. Miller on the piano. 
The words had struck home: 


I'd rather have Jesus than anything 
This world affords today. 


And he had sat down at the piano and 
written music for the words. 

Considering this offer, he remembered 
his previous decision. The words to the 
song kept running through his mind: 
“I’d rather have Jesus.’ He could not 
escape the answer. He said no. Satan 
had made his bid for a great voice and 
found it was not for sale. 

Jenny Lind, the Swedish Nightingale, 
revealed her spiritual stature when she 
renounced her career at its height, left 
the stage and retired to private life. To 
an English friend who asked her why,

IN THE sTuUDYy 


Suggestions for the Study of 


the Resurrection of Christ 


It is my opinion—and I think many 
others would join me in this—that the 
major battle for the Christian faith in 
the next few years will be waged around 
the subject of the bodily resurrection of 
Christ. Many men preaching in our 
pulpits today, and many professors in our 
theological seminaries on both sides of 
the water, deny that there was any 
resurrection of the body of Christ and, 
as a corollary, have given up faith in 
any bodily resurrection for believers. 

Three principal lines of attack are 
noted today. The first of these is the 
growing dominance of materialism and 
naturalism in our preponderantly scien- 
tific age. As I pointed out in Christianity 
Today (April 15, 1957) the overwhelming 
majority of outstanding physical and 
biological scientists in this country deny 
the resurrection of Christ, and some even 
deny that a person Jesus Christ ever 
lived on this earth. 

Many of these men are members of 
Protestant churches, but they do not be- 
lieve either in the resurrection or in 
immortality. In the generation to come, 
the view of these scientists, now being 
taught to thousands of young men who 
will make science their life work, will 
become increasingly widespread. 

The second line of attack is the trend 
on the continent of Europe, and in some 
of our seminaries in the English world, 
toward accepting the new, subtle idea 
that the fundamental stratum of the 
New Testament is made up of myths 
that present symbolical concepts which 
we must try to keep but present them in 
a language which twentieth century man 
cannot accept. 

The demythologizers all agree that, as 
Bultmann has said, the resurrection of 
Christ cannot be considered an historical 
fact. From conversations with young men 
who have studied in Europe, I gather

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that this new scheme for undermining 
faith in the Christian revelation domi- 
nates most of the theological seminaries 
on the Continent. 

Finally, we must begin to recognize the 
more serious attacks of Russian intel- 
lectuals and Russian literature upon 
everything that we hold sacred pertain- 
ing to the Lord Jesus Christ. A friend, 
Mr. D. V. Benson, has kindly placed 
before me a translation of the article, 
“The Resurrection of the Dead,” in the 
large Soviet Encyclopedia (1929, Vol. 
XIII, p. 196). (This is the first time this 
has appeared in English translation, as 
far as I know.) 

Included here is the statement, “This 
dogma of the resurrection of the dead is 
found to be in the most decisive con- 
tradiction with scientific natural knowl- 
edge which confesses the inescapability 
of death as the destruction of individu- 
ality with its physical and _ psychical 
peculiarities.” The article proceeds, “The 
primary source of the dogma about the 
resurrection of the dead is the primitive 
belief, peculiar to all uncultured peoples, 
that the dead body until it is destroyed 
keeps in itself ‘the body of the soul’ and 
the ability to be active and to harm the 
living, especially at night.” 

Of course both of these latter asser- 
tions are in error. The highest culture 
of the ancient world, before Greece, was 
in Egypt, a country which held a strong 
doctrine of the resurrection of the dead 
—and they were not uncultured peoples. 
As for the soul of the departed being 
able to harm the living, this is something 
not held anywhere in the Christian 
Church. 

The article “Sunday” insists that the 
reason the Christians began to celebrate 
the first day of the week was that in the 
second century the Roman emperor 
Adrian prohibited celebration of the 
Jewish Sabbath. Such a_ statement 
ignores the fact that the Church was 
gathered together for worship on the 
first day of the week long before Adrian 


was emperor. It is very interesting that 
the Russian word for Sunday is the same 
as that for resurrection, a fact which 
bothers the Russians. 

When one realizes that the leading 
authorities of the Communist world, em- 
bracing one-half the population of the 
earth, deny that Jesus ever lived, or that 
there is any life after this, he can begin 
to understand the tremendous difficulty 
involved in reaching these people with 
the gospel. 

There are approximately 140 references 
to resurrection and the resurrection of 
Christ in the New Testament. Here I 
shall simply outline the material on 
resurrection found in the four Gospels, 
and give a brief list of books on the 
resurrection of Christ. 


I. Prophecies of Christ Concerning His 

Resurrection 

No rational person would ever dare to 
announce before others that he would 
rise from the dead within a few days 
after his death, lest he be marked im- 
mediately as unbalanced, and unworthy 
of confidence—unless he knew he would 
rise from the dead. Several people at 
different periods of history have made 
such predictions about themselves, none 
of which ever came to pass, with the 
exception of those made by Jesus Christ. 


A. The First Prediction 

Christ’s initial announcement of His 
resurrection (John 2:19-22) was made 
early in His ministry, in the same state- 
ment in which He first spoke of His 
death. Two aspects of this prediction are 
especially significant: first, though it 
occurred early in His ministry, it already 
embraced the idea of a resurrection on 
the third day; secondly, these words 
must have made an impression, for three 
times during His trial and crucifixion, 
they were used against Him (Matt. 26:61, 
62 and Mark 14:58-60; Matt. 27:40 and 
Mark 15:29; Luke 27:63, 64).

This is a Zondervan recording (ZLP-525) 
of approximately one hundred voices 


| lifting the voice of praise to the Lord. 


The solid citizens, the old timers, the 
conservatives, those who don’t put as 
much emphasis on technique as on spirit 


and simplicity will especially appreciate 
this group. It’s a big sound. There are 
folks of all ages singing in the choir and 
I see appeal in spiritual unity here. The 
choir sounds large, consequently there is 
more room for technical error. The solo- 
ists on the record are of a very fine 
caliber with, for the most part, rich, full, 
mature vocal production. I feel that the 
choir would have as good if not better 
sound than it now has if it were depleted 
in number by about fifty per cent. The 
selection of musical numbers is well 
chosen: I Will Sing the Wondrous Story, 
Alone With Thee, Deeper and Deeper, 
Near the Cross, How Great Thou Art, 
On Jordan’s Stormy Banks, Christ 
Arose, Revive Us Again, No Turning 
Back, No One But Jesus, and Jesus Saves. 

The director of the group, W. H. 
Souther, has listed on the album jacket 
a creditable history as a musician, organ- 
izer and all-around Christian leader. I'd 
like to hear this group sing in person. 
I’m sure the experience would be mem- 
orable. 


» I made brief comment a few columns 
back on stereo, the newest thing. There 
have been quite a few inquiries as to its 
actual value to the listener, along with 
the situation in dollars and cents. 

As I understand it, your hi-fi set can 
be converted to stereo for as little as 
$69.95. You can buy a complete stereo 
system for as little as $150, but this 
doesn’t include an AM-FM tuner. Then 
again, you can spend several thousand 
dollars for the finest in stereo. The aver- 
age amount spent for the set is about 
$250 to $300. 

You might ask, as I did, just what is 
the advantage of stereo over ordinary 
hi-fi. I think the main difference is direc- 
tion of sound. Acoustical balance is 
startlingly vivid. You are, so to speak, 
enveloped. I guess it’s like being right 
in the middle of a football huddle. 

One stipulation which may make a 
difference to you is that stereo listening 
demands the attention of the listener. 
For those who want just a background- 
type of sound, stereo would not be worth 
the price. Also your library would be 
limited for an indefinite period since it 
will take time to make available enough 
records for stereo and some things never 
will be recorded stereophonically. And 
of course, there’s the extra price. 

I think, personally, that unless you are 
a sound enthusiast you would do well to 
wait a little until all the bugs are worked 
out of stereo. It’s still rather new. 

One thing you can do is play your 
present hi-fi records with a stereo car- 
tridge or head. But be sure not to try it 
the other way around! It would ulti- 
mately work mayhem on the grooves! 

Hope this helps! That’s it—discs and 
data till next month!

joined to idols: let him alone” (4:17). 
“Ephraim, he hath mixed himself among 
the people” (7:8). 

There is a wrong separation which so 
puts us out of touch with worldly people 
that we cannot reach them for Christ. 
When Jesus said, “Ye are the salt of the 
earth,” He did not have in mind the 
salt being on one plate and the meat on 
the other. He never.suggested that Chris- 
tians should isolate themselves and leave 
the world for the devil. He Himself was 
the object of criticism by the Pharisees 
because He refused to practice this form 
of separation. “This man receiveth sin- 
ners, and eateth with them,” they 
sneered. 

But there is a sepration which is not 
only right but obligatory. Ephraim must 
separate himself from his idols, must 
separate himself from the ungodly na- 
tions. The statement concerning Ephraim 
and his idols is frequently misread, as 
though God were saying, “Well, if 
Ephraim will have his idols, let him 
have them! I am through with him.” 

But that is exactly what God is not 
saying. “How shall I give thee up, 
Ephraim?” is the lament of God (11:8). 
It was not that God was going to leave 
Ephraim alone, but He was warning 
Judah not to follow this evil example of 
idolatry. “If he will go after his idols, 
don't you follow him.”

+ FinaLLy, for the people of God there 
is the peril of an unconscious deteriora- 
tion. 

“Strangers have devoured his strength, 
and he knoweth it not; yea, gray hairs 
are here and there upon him, yet he 
knoweth not” (7:9). 

Gray hairs, sign of waning physical 
virility, come unfelt and unknown. Few 
go gray in a night. Spiritual decline is 
not necessarily conscious or sudden. 
Backsliding is not usually determined 
and deliberate. Spiritual vision and en- 
thusiasm always tend to wane. 

Ephraim’s deterioration began with an 
unholy alliance which led to idolatry. 
“Asshur [Assyria] shall not save us; we 
will not ride upon horses: neither will 
we say any more to the work of our 
hands, Ye are our gods” (14:3). As 








always, idolatry led to immorality, with

the consequent weakening of the whole 
fabric of the nation. 

The warning is plain, and we should 
be at pains to discover whether signs of 
premature old age are appearing in our 
spiritual lives. It is possible that we are 
merely keeping up appearances while 
spiritual atrophy is already far advanced. 

Ignorance of our true state may be 
the result of our having neglected to 
look searchingly at ourselves in the mir- 
ror of the Word of God. The mirror 
would reveal to us, if we cared to see it, 
the tremendous difference between the 
ideal and the actual. Backsliding fre- 
quently begins when we are too busy to 
measure ourselves by the divine standard. 

The ‘tragedy of Ephraim’s condition 
was, “he knoweth not.” Samson “wist not 
that the Lord was departed from him” 
—a tragic and unnecessary ignorance. 

The only satisfactory and permanent 
way to dispose of gray hairs is not to dye 
them but to pull them out by the roots. 
The Corinthian Christians were com- 
manded: “Cleanse [yourselves] from all 
filthiness of the flesh and spirit’ (II 
Cor. 7:1). There is a cleansing, a pluck- 
ing out which God cannot do for us. 
When we have done our part, then He 
responds: “From all your filthiness, and 
from all your idols, will I cleanse you” 
(Ezek. 36:25). 


+ Gop does not stop with a diagnosis of 
the malady, however, but graciously pre- 
scribes the cure—which is the same for 
us as for Ephraim. 

First He enjoins repentance—not a 
vague and general confession, but a spe- 
cific and personal outpouring of a con- 
trite heart. “Take with you words 
say unto him, Take away all iniquity” 
(14:2). Our sins have been committed 
individually, and it is right that we 
should name them before Him. 

Then there is to be renunciation of 
entangling alliances. Association with the 
ruthless Assyrians and dependence on 
the forbidden Egyptian horses had been 
Ephraim’s undoing. Such alliances must 
be forever done with. Say, ‘“Asshur 
[Assyria] shall not save us; we will not 
ride upon horses” (14:3). And there must 
be complete renunciation of all idols: 
“Neither will we say any more to the 
work of our hands, Ye are our gods” 
(14:3). God will tolerate nothing in the 
life which takes the supreme place which 
is His by right. 

Finally He invites Ephraim to return, 
to “turn to the Lord” (14:2). And when 
he returns, what a gracious welcome 
awaits him from his forgiving God! “I 
will heal their backsliding, I will love 
them freely: for mine anger is turned 
away from him” (14:4). 


+ Amonc the blessings of restored com- 
munion and readjustment promised by 
God, three are prominent: 

He promises freshness. “I will be as the 
dew unto Israel” (14:5). Ephraim’s super- 
ficial goodness, that vanished like the 
early dew, is replaced by the refreshing 
dew of God. 

In the East dew is the main source of 
renewal, and without it the vegetation 
would die. It is not a luxury but a neces- 
sity. So the readjusted life which pre- 
viously had been dry and barren is now 
dew-drenched and fresh. All things be- 
come new by the renewing of the Holy 
Spirit. And the dew received will become 
dew imparted. “The remnant of Jacob 
shall be in the midst of many people as 
a dew from the Lord” (Micah 5:7). Our 
lives may be both perennially refreshed 
and continually refreshing others. 

Then the freshness of the dew releases 
the fragrance of the flower. Freshness 
and fragrance belong together. When 
drought sets in, the scent of the flower 
departs. The promise through Hosea is: 
“They shall revive . . . the scent thereof 
shall be as the wine of Lebanon” (14:7). 

Fragrance is a subtle thing, but its 
absence is easily detected. When the dis- 
ciples had spent time with Jesus, they 
came away with His unmistakable fra- 
grance about them, and men “took

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knowledge of them that they had been 
with Jesus.” His fragrance could not be 
hid. “Thanks be unto God, who always 
leadeth us in triumph in Christ, and 
maketh manifest through us the savor 
of his knowledge in every place. For we 
are a sweet savor of Christ unto God, in 
them that are saved, and in them that 
perish” (II Cor. 2:14, 15, A.S.V.). 

But freshness and fragrance, delight- 
ful though they are, are not ends in 
themselves. Fruitfulness is the end of all 
nature. Hosea tells us that the same 
Lord who sends the dew and produces 
the fragrance, causes fruitfulness to 
spring forth. “From me is thy fruit 
found” (14:8). 

The broken branch, out of adjustment 
with the tree, produces no fruit to per- 
fection. The believer, out of adjustment 
with God, cannot produce the fruit of 
the Spirit. But with correct adjustment 
restored, he can bring forth fruit unto 
God. END

amount of fine white cement may be 
mixed with the plaster. However, this is 
not necessary. 

To make one figure or plaque, fill the 
mold with water and empty it into a 
bowl. (Half a rubber ball makes an ideal 
bowl because it is easier to clean after the 
plaster has set.) Then add enough plaster 
to make a mixture with the consistency 
of paste. Actually the mixture should look 


like white frosting, just ready to spread 
on a cake. 

The mixture is then poured into the 
molds. Pour just a small amount first 
and spread it into all the corners, mak- 
ing sure any air bubbles are taken out. 
Then fill the rest of the mold with the 
plaster mixture. Insert a hairpin in the 
back of the plaque for a hanger and set 
it aside to dry. 

While drying, the figure will feel warm 
to your touch. This is a good sign it is 
not dry and should not be disturbed until 
it is cold and perfectly solid so that it 
cannot be marred. Drying will take from 
fifteen minutes to one hour, depending 
on the size of the figure and the humid- 
ity. Peel off the rubber mold, carefully 
sand down any blemishes, and your fig- 
ure is ready to paint. 


Painting: There are several ways of 
painting these figures. The most eco- 
nomical paint for young children to use 
is water color or poster paint. First coat 
the entire figure with clear white shellac. 
This wil! fill in the pores of the plaster 
so the paint won’t be absorbed. Then, let 
the children show their imagination! The 
right color schemes may be suggested, 
but these aren't as important as the satis- 
faction a child gets from completing a 
project by himself. Mistakes can easily 
be covered by another coat of paint. 
When the figure is painted to the child’s 
satisfaction, a second coat of shellac will 
add a glossy finish.

base paint gives a more lustrous look. 
Hobby and craft shops or most paint 
stores can supply you with the right paint 
for use with plaster figurines. A coin- 
mercial glaze, also purchased in a craft 
shop, may be applied to the finished 
project for that professional look.

A Flannelgraph Library

brary. His lessons are likewise on loan 
from the library. When he is finished 
with one set, he returns the backgrounds 
and figures and receives a new set of 
lessons. 

This enthusiastic and effective teacher 
comes from the peasant class and would 
never be able to buy visual aids for him- 


self. But as long as he takes care of the 
library’s materials he has_ borrowing 
privileges. And he is able to accomplish 
what he would never be able to do if it 
were not for the flannelgraph library 

Such libraries with catalogued sets of 
cutouts, backgrounds, easels and flannel- 
boards will make possible any number of 
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children’s Bible Clubs in any land, mod- 
ern or primitive, progressive or backward. 
They are also effective in work with mis- 
sion field adults. 

More than a dozen years ago in 1946 a 
flannelgraph library of 200 sets of figures 
and 200 backgrounds was established in 
Haiti. In the summer of 1956 a library of

400 sets of figures and 430 backgrounds 
was set up in the Belgian Congo. At pres- 
ent, material is being prepared for a 
library of this kind in Brazil. Others are 
likewise being established. 


+ THE practical value of such libraries 
can easily be seen. When the gospel has 
been preached for a time in a backward 
country there are converts. Always some 
are talented and capable of definite 
Christian service if they are trained. As 
schools are built and staffed, the number 
of such workers increases. The trained 
nationals know the language and customs 
of their people. They are highly effective 
in teaching children and young people, 
especially if they have access to visual 
aids. Many nationals have reached hun- 
dreds for Christ in a short time. 


More often than not nationals are un- 
able to buy flannelgraph materials them- 
selves since duty added to the price of 
an imported product makes an already 
costly item completely beyond their 
reach. On the other hand the missionary 
himself is rarely able to buy several sets 
of lessons for each trained national in 
his area. But if a number of nationals 
can be supplied, one after the other, 
through a library of a comparatively few 
sets of lessons, flannelgraph becomes 
practical. 


+ SETTING up a flannelgraph library is 
not difficult. To make the material con- 
venient for the nationals to use, as well 
as to preserve it, the flannelgraph cut- 
outs are sorted according to lessons after 
having been backed with outing flannel 
and cut out. Figures are marked on the 
back with the number of the lesson in 
which they first appear and placed in 
an envelope bearing the lesson number. 
If certain figures are used for more than 
one lesson, instructions are clearly stated 
in the lesson book which has been trans- 
lated into the language of the country. 

The envelopes containing the indi- 
vidual lesson cutouts are placed in a 
larger envelope so that each borrower 
has his kit of material. Thus the teacher 
always has his set in order and has a 
place for each figure. This prevents loss 
and spoilage of materials. 

Since a flannelgraph library should be 


well organized and managed, a Bible in- 
stitute on the field is usually the best 
place for headquarters. To make the 
material available to the nationals with- 
out their having to travel great distances, 
however, there must be outposts or depots 
where material can be obtained. Library 
material is divided into units which 
move from one depot to another. What 
is available at one outpost is not avail- 
able at another at the same time, but 
after a time, as the units circulate, each 
area has opportunity to use all the les- 
sons. 

Each depot is responsible to the main 
library at the Bible institute. Records 
are kept at each depot which are turned 
in to the library center where detailed 
records of the entire work are kept. In 
this way all material can be accounted 
for. Records show who has it, where it 
is being taught, the enrollment of classes 
and when it is likely to be returned. If 
a teacher turns in his material in bad 
condition, he or she forfeits library priv- 
ileges for a period of time proportionate 
to the damage done. Penalties are im- 
posed by a library committee composed 
of nationals and missionaries. 

The flaznelgraph library is proving a 
valuable means of making the most of 
national workers. It is relatively inex- 
pensive and virtually self-perpetuating. 
It is a simple, yet effective way of bring- 
ing visual aids to the mission field. Try 
it and see. END

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Jesus Questioned about the 
Great Commandment 


Mark 12:28-34 


MEMORY SELECTION: To love him 
with all the heart, and with all the un- 
derstanding, and with all the soul, and 
with all the strength, and to love his 
neighbour as himself, is more than all 
whole burnt-offerings and sacrifices.— 
Mark 12:33 


The enemies of our Lord were asking 


| Him all manner of questions designed to 


trap and betray Him. They had done 
their utmost and had found that He was 
more than able to answer them. Then 
one came with a question which showed 
both thoughtfulness and reai desire for 
information, a refreshing contrast to 
what had just transpired. The results 
were both instructive and startling. 

We note first that this scribe asked 


I. An Intelligent Question (v. 28) 

Asking questions is an excellent way 
to learn. Little children learn quickly be- 
cause they are not afraid to reveal their 
need of knowledge by asking endless 
questions. 

Among the Jews it was customary to 
debate about what was greatest or most 
important in a particular field of knowl- 
edge or ethical behavior. This scribe ap- 
parently wanted to know the answer to 
his vital question and had evidently been 
impressed by the absolute honesty and 
remarkable acuteness of Jesus’ answers. 
He wanted an authoritative answer to 
settle in his own mind the endless dis- 
cussions about which was the first and 
the greatest of God's commandments. 

His action illustrates a truth which we 
do well to bear in mind for our own lives, 
namely, that if you have a question, 
bring it to the Lord, for there you will 
find 


II. A Perfect Answer (vv. 29-31) 

As is so often true, the answer to his 
query was actually well known to him, 
but he had failed to fully comprehend its 
meaning. It was, as our Lord pointed out, 
expressed in the “Shema” which every 
true Jew knew from childhood and re- 
peated twice each day (Deut, 6:4-9). 

Since God is one God and the only 
true God, He has the right to the com- 
plete devotion of our entire beings. He 
must have that love which has no limits, 
and which has no area in life from which 
He has been excluded. He fills our heart 
and mind. He has the adoration and de- 
votion of our soul, the strength of our 
life is His, and all is for His glory. 

This inevitably means that we will 

Lesson subjects and Scripture texts selected and 
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have love for our neighbor because we 
fully love the God who “so loved the 
world that He gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life” (John 3:16). 

It is sheer nonsense to profess to love 
God and then not love the men and 
women around us for whom Christ died 
This leads into the temperance applica- 
tion of this lesson which we must not 
miss. We cannot fail to see that it is 
impossibly inconsistent to profess to love 
God and have anything to do with en- 
couraging the liquor traffic, even by one 
so-called “social drink,” for it costs ten 
billion dollars of people’s hard-earned 
money every year plus sorrow, sin, de- 
struction of property and ruination of 
life and character. 

No real Christian can be unconcerned 
about the liquor traffic nor can he share 
in its promotion by even one drink. 

Now we note that the scribe made a 
candid and appreciative answer to our 
Lord's statement; yet it was 


Ill. An Response (vv. 
32-34) 

Quickly and with gratitude he recog- 
nized that Jesus had given a complete 
and perfect answer to the question. We 
are warmed by his friendly approval and 
acceptance of our Lord’s words. Then we 
are almost startled as we are faced with 
the fact that admiration for Jesus, ac- 
ceptance of His teaching and approval 
of His ethical standards are not enough. 

There must be the giving of one’s life 
into His hands, and a forsaking of all to 
follow Him. This, this fine young scribe 
did not have. He was “not far from the 
kingdom of God” but to be almost saved 
is only to be lost. 

Where do you find yourself today? 
“Almost a Christian?” “Not far from the 
kingdom?” Come to Christ in full devo- 
tion and faith right now!

Jesus Teaches about the 
End of the Age 
Mark 13:1-7, 32-37 
MEMORY SELECTION: Take ye heed, 
watch and pray; for ye know not when 
the time is.—Mark 13:33 


God has a plan, and though men in 
their disobedience seem to have thrown 
the whole world order into chaos we 
know that God is working out His pur- 
pose. The great event and coming crisis 
in that plan of God is the return of 
Christ. 

He will come secretly (as far as the 
world is concerned) to call the church, 
His Bride, to Himself. Then, after a 
period of great tribulation, He will come 
openly in great glory, and every eye shall 
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pehold Him. His enemies will then be | 
confounded and His kingdom established. 

We who are Christians look for is || 
coming, but while we wait (and it may 
not be long!) we are to “occupy till He 
come.” Our lesson tells us 


I. What to Expect While Waiting for 
Christ’s Return (vv. 1-7) 

First, we note that we are to expect 
the appearance of false teachers and false 
Christs who will claim to be the fulfill- 
ment of prophetic Scripture. We read 
only one admonition concerning them, 
“Take heed that no man lead you astray.” 

There have always been such false 
teachers. For the sake of prominence or 
gain they offer bewildered mankind all 
sorts of panaceas. Do not be misled by | 
them. Just because a man seems to be | 
devout and interested in the Lord’s return | 
does not make him a dependable leader. 
Test such teachers by God’s Word. 

Christ warns believers that before the 
end of the age there will be world-wide 
war, earthquakes, famines, etc. (v. 8). 
They are to be expected. But here again 
a word of caution. We must not seize our 
present events and rush out to proclaim, 
“This is it! The Lord is here!” 

We should be alert in relating world 
events to the teaching of Scripture, but | 
we are to proceed with holy caution. Yet | 
let no one think that the need for caution | 
justifies him in ignoring either the Word 
of God or world events. We are to be| 
alert, well-informed, spiritually minded | 
and ready for His coming. 

The verses between Mark 13:7 and 13| 
are needed to give us further details of | 
the persecution and sacrifice which is a 
part of the Christian faith. We also learn 
here 








Il. What to Do While Waiting - 
Christ’s Return (v. 10) 

Preach the gospel! That is our first and 
most important business. Our Lord said 
that the whole world was to be evange- 
lized before the end came. Note that He 
did not say that the whole world would 
be saved but that they would hear the 
gospel. 

That is our responsibility: to see that 
every nation has a full and free oppor- 
tunity to hear the gospel message. The 
fact that we have not yet done this is a 
dark blot on the record of the church. 
This is your responsibility and mine, and 
we should be urgent about encouraging, | 
training and sending out missionaries (or | 
going ourselves) to every nation. 

Remember that the best preparation 
for the coming of Christ and the thing 
we should want to be doing when He 
comes is preaching and teaching the 
gospel to all mankind. 

Now there is one more important line 
of truth in our lesson, as we learn 








III. How to Live while Waiting for 
Christ’s Return (vv. 32-37) | 

There should be an air of expectancy | 
about every Christian. We are expecting 
Someone—yes, our Lord Himself. When 
He will come we do not know (v. 32). 
This matter is hidden in the eternal 
counsels of the Father. Even the Son 
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that every teacher seeks. With them growth takes 
place. A creatively Christian, spiritually satisfying 
experience for teacher and pupil.

No church ever dies easily. The story 
of its death agony is always complex, in 
people and personalities, in theology, in 
the economics and history of its country- 
sae. 

No church dies unimportantly, for the 
mark of its death is always felt on the 
community before it stops gasping, even 
though it is felt in its fullest impact 
when the first generation grows up with- 
out a Sunday school. That ragtag build- 
ing you mentally rip down while speeding 
through some town you'll never see again 
could be the force to change the face 
and heart of the town, small and seedy 
though it be. 

And no church always dies finally. 
Independent groups like the Rural Home 
Missionary Association and the American 
Mission for Opening Closed Churches, 
and denominations like the Southern 
Baptist Convention, are twisting rusty 
padlocks from church doors across the 
country and giving back to rural areas 
the gospel they have lost. 


+ THE death of a church is not an easy 
one. The painful complexities of their 
diseases are listed by Lyle Anderson, gen- 
eral director of the American Mission 
for Opening Closed Churches, a man who 
has studied the closed-church community

problem and solutions for fifteen years. 

A church may die because it finds itself 
back-of-beyond on the tailend of an in- 
conspicuous circuit. Gage Community 
Chapel in upstate New York is an ex- 
ample. Gage was attached like the 
caboose to a circuit organized in the 30’s 
as one denomination’s attempt to keep 
open several struggling churches. But the 
harried circuit-preacher, with too many 
miles to drive and too many sermons to 
preach, was overloaded. And Gage Chap- 
el, always the least promising, was too 
much. He managed to preach there 
every other Sunday to a sparse few. But 
in the last year of the chapel’s life he 
made no pastoral calls. That was when 
the tiny church died. 

“Sometimes a country church closes 
because so many farmers today can back 
out the station wagon on a Sunday morn- 
ing and drive off to the town church just 
like they do to the supermarket,” says 
director Anderson. This may take care of 
the church-going of an entire crossroads’ 
population. The tragedy is that more 
often it doesn’t! Left behind is the back- 
wash, stranded because they are too poor 
or (they think) socially unfit to attend 
church in town. “Who needs the gospel 
more?” Anderson asks.

more than a few rural churches. Said 
one Christian periodical recently, “Our 
attitude of poking fun at small-town 


life has subtly helped to create this 
situation.” 
There are other reasons for decay. 


“Churches close because they no longer 
hold the central place they once did. 
They used to be the center of country 
social life, as important as home and 
school in the training of children. This 
isn’t true any more.” 

Anderson was also frank about the- 
ology. “When a church stops giving the 
people of any town what they truly need, 
it will eventually go under.” 

Sometimes population and economic 
trends will close a church. Often the 
battling church is last to leave some rural 
community, long dead because of a popu- 
lation shift to a growing near-by city. 
“There just aren’t any people around to 
attend. In this case, a bolted church 
door is a little sad, but the common sense 
of it can’t be disputed.” 

So churches die—with last-minute per- 
sonality flare-ups, desperate revival serv- 
ices, accusations and tears, yes— but they 
die. Almost every time you sit down to

A thousand churches close each 
year. Right now, locked, mildewed, and 
slowly disintegrating, stand 60,000 of 
them. 


Meanwhile, ten thousand towns and 


| villages have no religious services at all. 





Thirty thousand more are without a resi- 
dent pastor, according to figures from 
the American Mission for Opening Closed 
Churches. Almost two-thirds of our rural 
population has no church affiliation. 
Nor do churches die unimportantly. 
A community’s blight—often indirectly 
the cause for the closed church—digs 
deeper, spreads out. The Baptist church 
that always vaguely resembled a funeral 
chapel now becomes one. It is a little 
ludicrous. The lawn of the frame church 
next to the gas station now becomes a 
haven for junked cars. This is worse than 


ludicrous; to the sensitive it is sacrilege. | 


+ More serious is the fact that an entire 
unit of people is without a chance to 
learn of Jesus Christ. Church-centered 
fellowship and social life is gone; now 
adults drift uneasily in their leisure time. 
Drinking is on the increase in the com- 
munity. A whole generation of children 
begins to grow up without a church 


| school. 


Some years after the Hagedorn’s Mills, 
N.Y., church closed, district school 
teachers saw what was happening to the 
town’s youth. Discipline problems there 
often discouraged teachers from signing 
a second-year contract. But the Ameri- 
can Mission for Opening Closed Churches 
selected Hagedorn’s Mills as a mission 
project, starting Bible clubs as a pre- 
liminary to re-opening the church. 
Within weeks, discipline problems eased; 
teachers recognized and spoke openly 
about the change to AMOC workers. 

In one of the mountain towns that 


| clutch the edge of the Adirondacks, the 


blight was physical and obvious, as well 
as spiritual. Visitors to the town after 
the only church had been re-activated 
marveled at the way even tumbledown 
shacks seemed to straighten on their 
foundations. Curtains were now washed. 


Discarded bathtubs and inner tubes were 


shoveled out of front yards. Yet while 
the church was closed the town was a 
filthy shambles. 

Smith Mills, a grape-growing town in 
western New York, is another example. A 
report on the town’s status five years 
after its only church was abandoned said, 
“Two brothers wanted to open a saloon 
here. People said the only reason they 
joined [an organization of dubious merit] 
was because they had nothing else to do. 
A few people in the area went to church 
a few miles away. 
not attend anywhere.” 

Thus the gaunt church skeletons under 
the elms are only the blemish on the 
surface of a much deeper decay.

“First, we find out a lot by mail. Then 
we visit the scene.” Next step combines 
browsing with sleuthing. “There is always 
somebody in town—the woman who 
wrote you or, if we approach a church 
cold, the man in the corner store—who 
can tell you who was once interested in 
the little church.

The sound of hammering soon tells the 
little community that the church is wak- 
ing. 

But there is one word that is generally 
used to describe the rebirth of a demor- 
alized rural church: “tedious.” Lyle 
Anderson says, somewhat philosophically, 
he could plot it on a graph. 

“On the opening night—when the paint 


still glistens and the green wood in the 


new pews still creaks—the graph line 
shoots all the way up. Everybody's curi- 
ous.” But the second Sunday, it slides 


down again, usually. Later it may begin 
its slow climb back up. 

After six years of continual effort in 
Martinsburg, Wisc., for mem- 
bership stood at only fifty. But in the 
next three years Pastor Roy Berg added 
more than one hundred new names, as 
well as upping Sunday school enrollment 
to 115 and youth fellowship to 49! 

AMOC’s ultimate aim is to create a 
self-supporting church, able to call its 
own pastor and join a denomination of 
its own choice if it wants to. A good ex- 
ample is the church as Smith Mills, N.Y. 
In a distressed community, the little 
chapel which in 72 years had never sup- 
ported a full-time pastor now pays the 
full salary of an AMOC minister and 
contributes besides to the on-going pro- 
gram of the AMOC which gave it new 
life. 
| But re-shingled buildings and balanced 
| budgets are the symbol of something 
greater. Gaunt skeletons get new flesh 
not to give Main Street tourist-appeal, 
but to tell a town about Jesus. 

This is what can happen. 

In Ivorytown, Conn., on the very first 
Sunday of regular church services in a 
church that had been closed for six 
years, the minister, Donald Schwartz, 
asked anyone who felt the need of mak- 
ing a personal decision for Christ to come 
to the altar. The young boy who came 
down the aisle that day was the leader 
of what school authorities dubbed “a 
gang of potential outlaws.” As a result 
of this lad’s markedly changed influence 
the gang soon disbanded. And the com- 
munity took note! 

Many people in Mt. Morris, N.Y., feel 
they owe a debt of gratitude for their 
cleaner-than-average city government to 
a church that the AMOC rescued from 
sure death as a pickle factory. A village 
businessman who committed his life to 
Christ in an early public meeting was 
twice elected town mayor. For several 
years his high standard of Christian 
government affected the entire village 
| life.

Ruth, Symbol of the Redeemed 


THE ROMANCE OF REDEMPTION, by M. R. DeHaan, M.D. 
(Zondervan, Grand Rapids, 183 pages, $2.50)

M"\iHE meaning of the intriguing title of this book is made clear 


by the sub-title, “The Love Story of Ruth and Boaz.” In 
Dr. DeHaan’s treatment of the narrative in the book of Ruth, 
the reader sees that this briefest of the historical books of the 
Old Testament is more than history. It is rich in a symbolism 
that portrays the unfolding of God’s plan of redemption, and 
pictures His dealings with both Israel and the Church through- 


out the ages, even to the present time. 


Naomi in her wanderings, her sorrow and her suffering 
portrays Israel; Ruth in her poverty and need of a redeemer 
prefigures the Church; Boaz, a great and wealthy man, 
symbolizes Jesus Christ, the Redeemer. This symbolism is

traced in minute detail, while the prophetic teaching of the book is given special 


attention. 


By the use of numerous quotations from Scripture, the author supports his in- 
terpretation, his applications and the prophetic revelation until there is revealed 
to the reader through this.Scripture and the symbolism a clear-cut picture of God’s 
plan or redemption in the person and work of His Son, Jesus Christ. 

There is a good bit of repetition in this book, too much, perhaps; but it is used 
purposely, the author explains, for emphasis of the main theme. The sincerity and 
earnestness of the writer are unmistakable. His clear and forceful style is stimu- 
lating. The skill and sympathetic understanding with which he handles every phase 
of the narrative are satisfying. Especially worthy of note are the reverence and 
delicacy with which the story of Ruth and Boaz is treated in every detail, thus 
creating an unmarred portrait of the love of our Redeemer, the Lord Jesus Christ, 


for His Bride, the Church. 


This book is readily recommended for both Christians and unbelievers. The 
Christian reader will find in it a dramatic, heart-stirring and perhaps new inter- 
pretation of a familiar story. The unbeliever will find a clear picture of his own 
need of a redeemer, and the message of God’s love and grace in providing that

THE BOOK OF NAHUM, by Walter A. 
Maier (Concordia, St. Louis, 386 pages, 
$5.75) 

The late Dr. Walter A. Maier is best 
known to this generation of Christians 
as the dynamic preacher who, prior to 
his death in 1950, preached to 20,000,000 
people weekly on the “Lutheran Hour.” 
Dr. Maier spoke with the conviction of 
a prophet, but he recognized the need of 
the best of training to accomplish the 
work of Christ in our generation. In 1929 
he was awarded the Ph.D degree in 
Semitics at Harvard. He subsequently 
served as professor of Hebrew and Old 
Testament at Concordia Seminary, St. 
Louis, Mo. It was while there that he 
began the radio hour which was to circle 
the globe with a Christian witness. 

Twenty volumes of Dr. Maier’s radio

sermons have been published. A book of 
devotional readings for the family altar 
and one on marriage have had wide 
circulation. The present volume on 
Nahum is his only exegetical work, and 
its posthumous publication brings re- 
newed thanks to God for the life and 
ministry of Walter Maier.

Successive maps show the 
erowth of Christianity in each century, 
the organization of the Roman empire, 
the location of Christian monuments, 
great cities—such as Rome, Constanti- | 
nople, and Ravenna—and the homes and | 
travels of Christian writers such as | 
Augustine. Standardized symbols impart | 
much additional information. 

The major part of the book consists of | 
integrated text and photographs in three 
chapters. The first covers the period to 
A.D. 313 and the second to A.D. 600; the 
third is devoted to a discussion of Chris- 
tian writers. Material available only in | 
learned periodicals or monographs is 
synthesized here. 

The 620 photographs, most of which 
are published for the first time, are a 
triumph of the printer’s art, and give 
aesthetic pleasure as well as informa- 
tion. They fulfill very well the chosen 
criteria of “significance and illumina- 
tion.” Pictures of churches and their 
ornamentation which throw light on 
Christianity of the era, fine heads or 
busts of the Roman emperors of the 
period, baptistries, important Christian 
persons, and monastic centers illustrate 
numerous aspects of Christian life and 
thought. 

The text, which consists of relevant 
selections from Christian writers and 
objective comments by the authors, is in- 








tegrated with the pictures by fine cap- 
tions. Helpful separate indexes enable 
one to locate places and important per- 
sons or things. 

One might prefer the use of bolder 
colors in some maps because it is difficult 
to distinguish between related pastel 
shades which are used to designate areas 





or periods. Some of the printing on the 
maps is so close and small as to make | 
a magnifying glass almost a necessity. 
The claim that the book is written for 
non-specialists needs qualification; one 
would need a background of church his- 
tory to use it adequately. 

The authors have carried out their 
purpose so well, however, that the church 
is indebted to them. Although expensive 
(though not unduly so in view of what | 
it provides), this work will find a place 
in the libraries of students and pastors 
who want to understand the life of the 
early church. “Classical forms of life | 
and thought” and the environment which | 
form the external surroundings of Chris- | 
tianity are ably related to Christian 
content.—Earle E. Cairns

No Want Shall I Know 


LIVING RELIANTLY, by J. Allen Blair 
(Loizeaux, New York, 125 pages, $2.00) 
This book, as its sub-title indicates, is 

a series of devotional messages on the 

Twenty-third Psalm. There are fourteen 

chapters, with alliterative titles such as 

the Person, Peace, Peril and Prospect. 

The first chapter is introductory, showing 

the continuity of teaching in Psalms 22, 

23 and 24. It presents the three-fold 


| Shepherdhood of Christ and the plan of 


salvation. The succeeding chapters de- 
velop the thought of Psalm 23 phrase by 
phrase or clause by clause. There are 
cross-references of Scripture, illustra- 
tions and poems interspersed through- 
out the book. 

Probably more Christian literature has 
been written on the Twenty-third Psaim 
than on any other portion of Scripture— 
which makes one realize the importance 
of this passage to the children of God. 
Dr. Blair has added another gem to the 
collection.—Kenneth O. Bouton 


One Book, One Author 


WHO WROTE ISAIAH? by Edward J. 
Young (Eerdmans, Grand Rapids, 88 
pages, $1.50) 


The author of this little book is a 
leading conservative Old Testament 
scholar. He has studied Semitics both in 


this country and in Germany. Since 1936 
he has served as Professor of Old Testa- 
ment at Westminster Seminary, Phila- 
delphia. 

From a rich background of scholarly 
study and classroom teaching, a suc- 
cession of helpful books expounding and 
defending historical Protestant Chris- 
tianity gives evidence of the clarity and 
cogency of Dr. Young’s thinking on Old 
Testament subjects. 

In the present little volume, one of the 
Pathway Books, the author gives a survey 
of the negative criticism as it relates to 
the unity of Isaiah. Young rejects both 
the older liberalism, as represented in the 
writings of A. B. Davidson, and the 
more modern Formgeschichte, or “form 
criticism” school, which seeks to identify 
the individual oracles of the _ biblical 
prophets while denying their authorship 
of the books assigned to them in the 
canonical Scriptures. 

Both internal and external evidence 
for the unity of Isaiah are considered. 


The “Cyrus” prophecy (44:24-45:4) is 
shown to have been uttered by Isaiah | 
in Jerusalem as_ genuine predictive | 


prophecy. 

It is a pleasure to commend this little 
book by Professor Young to all who are 
interested in the critical problems re- 
lating to the Old Testament.—Charles F.

If I thought so, I wouldn't be writing 
this to all of you. Let’s take a look at 
the picture..Have you ever really thought 


through how you should act on a date? 3 


Do you realize the impression you are 
making? Perhaps you are not giving the 
fellow enough credit; maybe he sees 
through you more than you think! 
However, even if he does, that is not 
the important thing. A Christian girl 
should not demand the respect of a 
fellow just so she will “make the grade” 
with him. It is more than that and this 
may be where you have fallen down in 
your thinking. 


The Christian girl should demand 
respect because it is pleasing to God to 
do so. In that area, as in others, her 
desire should be to live according to her 
spiritual enlightenment. God’s Word 
tells us, “Know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost which 
is in you, which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? For ye are bought 
with a price; therefore, glorify God in 
your body, and in your spirit, which are 
God’s” (I Cor. 6:19, 20). Those are plain 
words. The meaning is clear: “Glorify 
God in your body.” If there are doubts as 
to the innocency of your behaviour ask 
yourself, “Does this glorify God?” And 
remember, girls, the responsibility for 
you is two-fold, for if your own actions 
with your date are questionable, you are 
leading him to displease God also.

Stand Up and Be Counted 


ID you ever stop to wonder whether 
your teachers had spotted you for 


a Christian in their classroom? Can 

a teacher tell the difference between 
the Christians and unbelievers in the 
halls and rooms? If so, how? 

The answers to these questions should 
be of mere than academic interest to 
Christian fellows and girls. Ged, having 
accepted you as a son or daughter 
through Christ, has every right to expect 
you to live in such a way that teachers, 
fellow students, everyone will recognize 
you for what you are, a member of God's 
family and a citizen of the kingdom of 
Christ. Let’s take a poll of some of the 
Christian teachers in various subject 
areas and see if they can recognize the 
Christians in their classes. How are they 
different from non-Christian students? 


+ ONE area in which the Christian stu- 
dent should be easily recognized is the 


field’ of science. Most’ evangelical

churches hold the position that the 
origin of man centers about a creative 
act of God, not a process of gradual 
evolution from a form of life that 
spawned both the ape and human fam- 
ilies. Is this reflected and easily noticed 
by the teacher of biological sciences as 
he teaches his students? Here’s the 
response of one science teacher when 
questioned as to what Christian youth 
held as beliefs concerning the origin of 
man and whether they upheld their 
beliefs in the classroom. 

“Christians in my science classroom 
certainly do hold their own. They don't 
sit idly by and let others express opinions 
contrary to Scripture without challeng- 
ing them. This is especially true in class- 


rooms that have a Christian teacher. 
Students are not so apt to speak up 
when they know that the teacher is 


opposed to the biblical interpretation of 
man’s origin by creation.” 


However, one young teen-ager well- 


Le 


grounded in Scripture and a real leader 
all his classmates, 
when he 


gained stature with 
Christian and non-Christian, 
requested that he be allowed to present 
the biblical version of the origin of man 
to the class during a science unit. After 
careful preparation, and with a gracicus 
manner, he presented creation in such 
a way that students and teacher were 
impressed with the reasonableness of his 
beliefs. His frankness and his love as a 
Christian won the day. His alertness and 
loyalty to Christ resulted in meny non- 
Christian students hearing the biblical 
view of creation, a position that cannot 
be legally taught as a belief by teachers 
in many states but that can be stated 
freely by students as their own beliefs. 


+ But science is not the only classroom 
in which Christian youth should be an- 
swering differently than the non-Chris- 


tian. How about world history? An 
avowed atheist, teaching world history 
Moody Monthly 
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to a class of sophomores including sev- 
eral evangelical Christians, gave a pop 
quiz in which he asked the members of 
the class to list the ten greatest men who 
had ever lived in the order of their im- 
portance. 

All wrote their ten selections and re- 
turned them to the teacher, including 
the class valedictorian, a Christian with 
an enviable string of forty-nine “100’s” 
on these daily pop quizzes. To his dismay 
and chagrin his paper was returned the 
next day with a red “0” at the top and 
these words written across the bottom, 
“Any professed Christian who does not 
list Jesus Christ among the ten top 
personalities in history is a failure!” 
That hurt, and so it should. 

Another area of high school study with 
real possibilities for a Christian view- 
point is the field of literature. While 
surveying the thoughts and feelings of 
men and women down through the cen- 
turies, the Christian student should 
ordinarily convey to the teacher and 
class that his is a Christian interpreta- 
tion of life. 

A Christian teacher says this: “Over a 
period of time, as a result of our class 
discussions, I can generally sense those 
who have Christian beliefs but it’s diffi- 
cult to spot them right away.” 

Those who do speak very frankly as 
Christians sometimes get unusual oppor- 
tunities. The head of the English de- 
partment of one of the best high schools 
in the country openly admitted he knew 
little of the Bible and evangelical Chris- 
tianity. He asked the evangelical Chris- 
tians of his honors class in English 
literature to provide most of the leader- 
ship and teaching of a unit on Milton, 
including more than two weeks’ study 
of “Paradise Lost.” The discussions that 
resulted sounded like a two weeks’ unit 
on God’s plan of salvation as reflected 
in Milton’s great work. 


+ WHAT about the non-Christian tea- 
cher in the classroom? Does he spot the 
Christians in his classes? Does he resent 
them or welcome them? Here is the 
opinion of a principal who works with 
both Christian and non-Christian tea- 
chers on his staff. 

“It’s my feeling that the non-Christian 
teacher does spot the ‘religious’ students 
in his class and generally welcomes hav- 
ing them. This would be true almost 
without exception for those Christian 
students who live lives consistent with 
Scripture. Such students tend to do less 
complaining, are friendly with teacher 
and students, and do a good job of 
getting classwork done promptly and 
as effectively as they are able. I think 
it’s also true that they notice inconsis- 
tent Christians and are more critical of 
them than of other students. They tend 
to resent students who challenge their 
views in fields such as science, probably 
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No other person can have the ministry in the high school that a Christian student has. 


because they know little of the Scrip- 
ture and feel insecure defending their 
position against biblical beliefs.” 

Thus the answer to the question, “Do 
teachers recognize Christians in the 
classroom?,” seems to be a “yes.” Not 
only are they aware of them, but they 
welcome those that are consistently 
Christian and in return these students 
have numerous opportunities to present 
their beliefs tactfully and courageously. 


+ WHat about Christians outside the 
classroom? Can they be spotted by 
coaches? One coach, a Christian work- 
ing with a number of other non-Chris- 
tian coaches, has this to say: “A Chris- 
tian fellow who is consistent in his life 
certainly does carry a lot of weight with 
coaches and fellow athletes.” He went 
on to say, “I have never heard a coach 
speak in a derogatory way of a consis- 
tently Christian athlete.” 

Here again, coaches welcome the par- 
ticipation and leadership of Christian 
fellows. Not only does a Christian athlete 
have a good effect on coaches and team- 
mates, but the entire student body is 
likely to know and respect him. Many 
Christian fellows have received a real 
position of leadership—class president, 
student body president—as a result of 
the popularity gained through sports. 
These opportunities for leadership also 
bring opportunities to direct student 


social activities into areas the Chris- 
tians and non-Christians enjoy. 

One large school that had several 

Christian students in positions of 
leadership succeeded in substituting an 
all-school fun night for one of the so- 
cial dances. The fun night consisting of 
table tennis, volleybali, colored cartoon 
films, table games, and a snack shop, all 
visited on a rotating basis throughout 
the evening, proved to be the most pop- 
ular social of the year with Christians 
and non-Christians alike. 
@ CHRISTIAN students, whether in or out 
of the classroom, certainly can have a 
real influence in the schools they attend. 
Your school should be a different place 
because you are there. God never mis- 
places His people. He has you in the 
school you attend, with the teachers 
you have, and among the classmates you 
meet with daily because only you can do 
the job He wants done. 

It should be a thrilling thought to know 
that you are God’s ambassadors in a 
mission field the ministers of our nations 
can’t reach—behind the doors of our 
public schools. The results of your minis- 
try may be large or small, for using 
your testimony is God’s responsibility. 
Your responsibility is to “Let your light 
so shine before men, that they may see 


your good works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven.” END

DEFEAT OR VICTORY?

You can live victoriously in the faith if only 
you claim the power of Christ in your life. 


note of assurance. We glimpsed the 

truth that our salvation does not 
depend on the righteousness to which 
we may or may not have attained; but 
only on what Christ did for us on the 
cross, and on the fact that we have 
received Him. 

Now we must go a step further. I hope 
that every one of you who has received 
the Lord Jesus is now inwardly sure of 
belonging to Him for eternity. Yet many 
of you may be troubled by the fact that 
your life is not what a Christian life 
ought to be like. There is still sin, defeat, 
frustration. 

So our study this month will deal with 
the vital and wonderful subject of Chris- 
tian victory. How can I fight sin and 
conquer it? As before, you will need your 
Bible and note book, and I would urge 
you to write complete sentences for your 
answers, not just single words.

+ PLEASE turn first to Ephesians 1:4. 
God has chosen us, it says, with a pur- 
pose. What is that purpose? Write it in 
first person singular: “God has chosen 
me that I should be .. .” Do you think 
this leaves any room for the Christian to 
‘tolerate sin in his life? Could a Chris- 
tian be “without blame’ in that condi- 
tion? 

Another reference is Matthew 5:48 
What word is used to describe what 
Christ commands us to be? Lest we 
should be in any doubt, with whom does 
He compare us? 

Just a personal word before we go 
ahead with our Bible study. I used to 
think that certain sins in my life would 
be with me till death. I could see no 
possibility of victory over them, however 
hard I struggled. But I thank God He 
has shown me that Romans 6:14 is 
absolutely true: “Sin shall not have 
dominion over you.” And what He has 
taught me, He will teach anyone else 
who comes humbly to His Word for help. 


+ LeT us see where the power is to come 
for this victory. The verse that will give 
us this is Matthew 28:18, one which is 
well worth memorizing. These are the 
kind of words which we can often use 
against Satan in times of temptation. 
Hide them in your heart, ready for use. 

In whom is power to be found? How 
much power is entrusted to Him? Of 
course, this does not mean that no one 
else has any power; but it does mean 
that all other power only operates by 
His permission. When permission is 
withdrawn, all except Him are powerless. 

Apply this in that defeated life of 
yours. If Christ exerts His full authority 
in your life, will it be possible for Satan 
to make you sin? What confirmation of 
your answer do you find in Philippians 
4:13? Obviously “all” power can do “all” 
things! 

Look at three wonderful verses in Co- 
lossians: chapter 1:9-11. Here is what 
God wants our lives to be like, through 
Christ. First, verse 9, we are to know 
Christ’s will for us. This means that by 
studying God’s Word we are to find out 
what things He regards as sin, and what 
things please Him.

One or two concluding remarks. Ro- 
mans 13:14 is important. After saying 
what we have already discovered, that 
we should put off the works of darkness 
(verse 12) and put on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Scripture gives us a very 
sound piece of advice. What is it and 
what does it mean? We sometimes think 
we can “make provision for the flesh’ 
(that is, place ourselves in the way of 
temptation) without actually sinning 
Here we are warned against this. We 
must avoid the kind of magazines.

Finally, see John 15:4. The beginning 
and end of the verse give us something 
we must constantly be doing if we are 
to have any kind of fruit in our lives.

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HERE is nothing magical pr mysterious 
wd guidance. True, God has used 

supernatural ways in the past to 
guide some people. But this has been so 
rare that we can discount the possibil- 
ity of such methods being used for us. 
Most likely God will use natural means. 

The most important thing to do first 
is to clear the way so He can guide our 
lives. Obviously He can’t lead us unless 
He is in control. He won’t be, if we are 
aware that there is something wrong in 
our hearts. God doesn’t expect us to be 
perfect, but He does expect us to be 
making a sincere effort, with His help, to 
keep our lives clean. Neither can He 
take over if we are unwilling to do what 
He asks without any reservations. A ship 
could not be guided by the pilot if it did 
not answer to the rudder. 

Once the life is unconditionally sur- 
rendered to Him, He takes the respon- 
sibility of ensuring that we journey 
through life safely. We still won’t have 
any knowledge of the future, any more 
than a ship’s captain can see in the 
dark. But, whether we are aware of it or 
not, He will be guiding us through the 
future, safeguarding us from the reefs, 
the shoals and the rocks.

What 
he wishes to do is to merely guide the 
mind into the right decisions. 

When a decision has to be made, the 
first thing to do is to look into God’s 
Word for guiding principles and ex- 
amples of conduct. Then place your 
problem before God in prayer, telling 
Him that you want His guidance and will 
abide by it. Then add up all the pro’s 
and con’s from the very best information 
available. Be honest about this, giving 
due weight to evidence on either side. 

Take all the time you can about this 
sifting process. Remember that your 
judgment can never be any better than 
your information. 

When you have all the facts accumu- 
lated that you can find, or when the time 
you have available runs out, weigh up 
the whole matter and come to a tenta- 
tive decision. This should be the course 
you would advise anyone else if he were 
in your shoes. 

Once you have your decision made, 
begin to move gently forward in its 
direction. Don’t commit yourself at this 
stage, because you could be wrong. But 
as you move forward, you will either find 
your way blocked or opening before you. 
If the doors do not open up, that is a 
sign to re-appraise your decision. 

If the path is clear, you will begin to 
feel a sense of peace in your heart, 
which makes you aware that God is 
with you. Gradually you will know you 
are in the right path. Then you can pro- 
ceed with confidence.
